President Roosevelt paid a brief 
visit to Jefferson Barracks Tues- 
day in the course of his 7600 mile 
tour of military establishments. 
There he reviewed 15,000 troops 
who had been in service no more 


than 28 days, some of them as few 
as five days. News of his visit was 
released today on his return to 
Washington. 

Most of the soldiers had only a 
glimpse of the commander in chief, 
as he rode past a guard of honor 
to the parade ground, or as they 
marched by his automobile over 
the yellow clay of the parade, 
ground, flanked by the ancient red 
brick buildings which mark the 
barracks as the oldest military 
post west of the Mississippi River. 

While a band of 110 os geal and 
a drum and bugle corps of 30 
blared out a welcome, the soldiers 
at this basic training center of the 
Army Air Force Technical Train- 
ing Command swung past the long 
black sutomobile occupied by their. 
commander-in-chief, every eye 
fixed on him as each squadron ap- 
proaching the reviewing stand on 
the north side of the parade ground 
received the command: “Eyes 
right!” 

The President, from his automo- 
bile, returned the salute of each 
squadron commander. Col. Parker 
G. Tenney, commander of the post, 
stepped from the President's auto- 
mobile as the full garrison parade 
began, and stood beside it as his 
men marched by. 

The shrill cheers of the small 
“eontingent of Waacs at the post, 
as they stood in formation in front 


of the Officers’ Club, made a. 


sharp contrast with the deep 
throated barks of the Army offi- 
cers commanding the marching 
units.

Partly Military, He 
Says—Returns to Cap- 
ital After 17-Day, 20- 
State Tour.

WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt ended a 20- 
state war inspection tour today 
with an idea that the youth of 
America, making use of industrial 
| plants and military camps, might 
well give a year’s service to their 
Government in the postwar era. 

He had traveled 7652 miles in 
17 days, checking up on widely 
scattered war activities and drop- 
ping down into Mexico to confer 
with President Manuel Avila 
Camacho, 

Roosevelt told reporters accom- 
panying him that the trip con- 
vinced him that the armed forces 
and the home front factories are 
in their stride, but that he was 
wondering what could be done, 
after victory is won, with camps 
and plants in which millions have 
been invested. 

No Specific Plan. 


He had no specific plan or pro- 
gram to offer but he emphasized 
the benefits in physical condition 
and mental alertness that men and 
women in service and war-worker 
uniforms had realized in the last 
few months. And he indicated that 
he thought their training should be 
extended to all young men and 
women in some form after we win 
the war. 

Objecting to,;the term “compul- 
sory military service,” the Presi- 
dent preferred to speak of a year’s 
contribution of services to the Gov- 
ernment. Any program that de- 
velops, he said, probably would be 
only partly military. 

The President left Washington 
April 13. When he returned late 
this morning, he had swung 
through most of the Southeastern 
states, down to Monterrey, Mexico 
—nearly 150 miles below the border 
—out to Denver and back through 
the middle of the country.

STORY, ABSOLVES 
BRINKLEY IN 
MELENDES DEATH 


Warren Gresham Says He 
Has Given F. B. I. New 
Statement — Removed 
From Jail, Grand Jury 
May Have Heard Him. 


Warren H. Gresham today repu- 
diated his assertion that Andrew 
Brinkley had boasted of killing 
Edward Melendes in a cell at 
Police Headquarters and he told 
the Post-Dispatch that he had 
given the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation a new statement in 
which he absolved Brinkley of re- 
sponsibility in the Melendes death. 

Gresham was to have appeared 
before the State grand jury this 


afternoon to repeat the’ repudia- 
tion. Whether or not he did so 
cpuld not be ascertained. This 
morning, after he had talked with 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, he and 
his companion in jail, James P. 
Carleton, were taken away from 
the jail, apparently at the order 
of Henry G. Morris, First Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney, temporarily 
in charge of the prosecutor's of- 
fice and until recently acting Cir- 
cuit Attorney. 

Presumably they were to be de- 
tained in secret until they could 
be taken before the grand jury. 
Members of the grand jury gath- 
ered at Municipal Courts Building 
this afternoon, but reporters were 
denied access to the vicinity of the 
grand jury’s usual meeting place. 
Gresham asked a reporter this 
morning ot send for a lawyer, Vic- 
tor B. Harris, who arrived after 
Gresham had been taken from jail 
and who waited with reporters out- 
side the grand jury room during 
the afternoon, 

Talking to a Post-Dispatch re- 
ported at City Jail, Gresham said 
he had admitted the falsity of his 
original story in a conference with 

. B. L agents at the jail last 
night, 

Hoped to Get Out of Jali. 


His reason for making the orig- 
inal statement, with Carleton be- 
foré the grand jury, Gresham de- 
clared, was because he hoped 
thereby to get out of jail and into 
the Army. 

He had been in the Army pre- 
viously, Gresham pointed out. 

The F. B. I. agents, investigat- 
ing the death of Melendes in police 
custody as the result of a $beat- 
ing, at a time when he was held 
in a robbery inquiry, had separate 
comversations last night with Gres- 
ham and Carleton. 

Carleton it was learned, stuck 
| by his original statement impli- 
|cating Brinkley. 

“Becoming Too Damned Involved.” 

Gresham declared he was neither 
promised nor given anything for 
his testimony before the grand 
jury about Brinkley. For his rea- 
son for repudiating his original as- 
sertion, he said he felt he was 
“becoming too damned involved.” 

Carleton and Gresham are serv- 
ing jail sentences under conviction 
of minor crimes, Carleton, a 
grandson of Murray Carleton, 
wholesale dry goods merchant and 
church leader, whose business ca’ 
reer ended in financial disaster 
shortly before his death in 1926, 
is serving a term on a bad check 
charge; Gresham is in for robbery. 

Officials of the F.B.I. have made 
no statement about their investi- 
gation.

LAY-AWAY ORDERS FOR SHOES 
REQUIRE COUPON BY JUNE 185 


OPA Acts to Prevent Hoarding in 
Stores by ‘Buying’ Several 
Years’ Supply. 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP).— 
|The Office’ of Price Administration 
‘advised the public today that lay- 
away orders for shoes extending 
past June 15 won't be valid unless 
| ration coupons have been turned 
‘over to merchants before that 
date, 

The agency said it had heard of 
a few cases where people have 
bought a “several years’ supply” 
of shoés on the lay-away plan on 
the theory that they. could call for 
them whenever they: get enough 
ration stamps. If this practice 
were encouraged, a substantial 
part of the nation’s shoe supply 
might be unavailable for use, of- 
ficials said. 

Stamp 17 in Book 1 expires June 
15, after which a new stamp will 
be valid for shoes for about four 


months.

The Second United States Army 
Corps was announced by a com- 
munique to have “made further 
progress and gained some impor- 
tant ground” in its push through 
the brushy hills of North Tunisia 
toward Mateur and Bizerte. The 
Nineteenth French Corps in the 
south, operating at the hinge be- 
tween the British First and Eighth 
armies, was credited with addi- 
tional local gains. 

The first of the Nazi counter- 
attacks against the British pene- 
tration was launched by infantry- 
men supported by 30 tanks at 4:40 
p. m. on the Djebel Boy Aoukaz 
12 miles northeast of Medjez-el- 
Bab. The British.defenders hurled 
it back in one of the bloodiest 
battles of the North African cam- 
paign. A considerable number of 
the German riflemen was killed 
and several of the tanks were 
knocked out. 

Battle in the Moonlight. 

The Germans, however, re- 
formed and made a second attack 
which dislodged the British ad- 
ance units and sent them a short 
distance back to new positions. 
Fighting continued through the 
moonlight night. Tanks and artil- 
lery bolstered the stand of the 
British infantry. 

The German communique, 
broadcast by Berlin, said that a 
superior Allied tank formation 
which had succeeded in break- 
ing into German positions north- 
east of Medjez-el-Bab had been 
intercepted by reserves and 
thrown back to its initial posi- 
tions, with heavy losses.

Parole, in co-operation with selec- 


tive service officials and other 
agencies, has aided in the ac- 
ceptance into the armed forces of 
624 men paroled or discharged 
from Missouri penal institutions, 
Lieut. Gov. Frank G. Harris, 
chairman of the board said to- 
day. 

The board also has been active 
in placing released men in es- 
sential industries and on farms, 
as a means of meeting wartime 
man-power requirements, Harris 
said, 

Local selective service boards, 
on request to the Board of Proba- 
tion and Parole, are furnished 
complete information concerning 
the status of paroled persons, he 
said, “If military regulations and 
requirements permit a parolee to 
be inducted,” Harris explained, 
“the record of information and a 


certificate suspending the paro- 
lee’s civil custody for the period 
of his service in the armed forces, 
are sent to the local board.” Ad- 
ditional requests for such induc- 
tions are being received daily, he 
added. 

“Heretofore only a released in- 
mate could be given considera- 
tion, in view of the absence of an 
understanding between the mili- 
tary and civil authorities in the 
case of a confined inmate,” Har- 
ris said. “To meet this situation 
a new prison selective service 
board was recently set up to de- 
termine the acceptability of prison 
inmates for military service.” 

Registration of inmates of the 
penitentiary by selective service 
officials has been completed and 
the prison selective service board 
will certify convicts found to be 
acceptable to the Army, to the 
Parole Board, Harris added. 

“All cases certified to the Pa- 
role Board are then investigated 
thoroughly by the board's staff of 
field officers,” Harris said.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 29 
(AP).—Every man, woman and 
child in the coastal areas of China 
where American flyers found 
haven after bombing Tokyo a year 
ago has been butchered by re- 
venge-mad Japanese troops, it has 
been reported to American author- 
ities by Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek. 

This was announced last night 
by Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau. 

Morgenthau read Chiang’s cable- 


gram at a meeting of war loan 
workers, He recailed the Japanese 


announcement of their execution of 
some of the captured American 
flyers—‘“those gallant fighting men, 
who were by all military law and 
precedent prisoners of war.” 


Reads Cablegram. 

“Now,” Morgenthau said, his 
voice vibrant with emotion, “with 
a deep sense of shock’ and anger, 
I must bring you further news. I 
have here a cablegram which 


reached me this morning. It comes 
from Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
,shek. Let me read it to you: 

“After they had been caught un- 
awares by the falling of American 
bombs on Tokyo, Japanese troops 
attacked the coastal areas of 
China where many of the Amer- 
ican flyers had landed, These Jap- 
anese troops slaughtered every 
man, woman and child in those 
areas, reproducing on a wholesale 
scale the horrors which the world 
had seen at Lidice, but about 
whjch people have been unin- 
formed in these instances. The 
dastardly execution of these Amer- 
ican flyers, who were taken as 
prisoners of war, has made it clear 
to all Americans that we face an 
enemy who knows no codes of law 
or decency. The only language 
which such an enemy understands 
is that of the weapons of war, 
and in the bond camoaign which 
you are pushing for the war effort 
our people wish you all success.” 

“That is the end of the cable- 
gram.” 

Lidice, to which the Generalis- 
simo referred, was the Czecho-Slo- 
vakian town where the Germans 
last June, in reprisal for the assas- 
sination of Reinhardt Heydrick. 
executed the entire adult male 
population, herded the women to 
concentration camps, sent the chil- 
dren to “appropriate education in- 
stitutions” and destroyed the town. 


Cites Work ‘Ahead. 


“We have work ahead of us,” 
Morgenthau said. “ .,. . Certainly 
we now have a clearer idea of the 
nature of the enemy with whom 
we are dealing. If the Japanese 
will take special pains to march 
into a Chinese village, whose only 
crime is that of offering sanctuary 
to a handful of American flyers, 
and wipe out that village to the 
last harmless child—we no longer 
need to ask what the Japanese 
would do on marching into a city 
like San Francisco.” 

Morgenthau paid high tribute to 
Cedar Rapids, Ia., where “virtual- 
ly every man and woman... is 
working in a war plant;” and to 
Portland, Ore., where he “found 
enthusiasm and unity and war 
spirit such as I have encountered 
only once before. ... That was in 
Great Britain in October, 1942.” 

In one of the Portland shipyards, 
he said, war bond subscriptions 
this month reached 23 per cent of 
the payroll. 

“But I must tell you, also,” he 
continued, “there are plants and 
communities in the East which are 
neither producing at top speed nor 
buying bonds in the amounts we 
have every right to expect of them. 

“Now, what’s the reason? ... 
That's what I came on this trip 
to find out: It would be impossible 
for me or anybody else in a few 
brief days to discover the entire 
answer. But one thing I have 
found. This is fact, not opinion, 
and it checks with Treasury De- 
partment figures. In every com- 
munity which has an outstanding 
bond record, four things are pres- 
ent: 

“First, the people have in great 
measure what I can only call ‘the 
war spirit.’ They are unified. They 
are grimly resolved upon any sac- 
rifice necessary to the winning of 
the war. 

“Second, management and labor 
have settled their arguments and 
differences and stand shoulder to 
shoulder, producing and working 
for war. 

“Third, perhaps as a consequence 
of those other things, production 
is reaching all-time highs. 

“And fourth, growing out of all 
the rest, bond sales are rising to 
new high levels. 

“In both of those places (Cedar 
Rapids and Portland) I saw with 
my own eyes the proof of Amer- 
ica’s fighting spirit. I saw a war‘ 
spirit that will spread through the 
nation, I hope, from this time on— 
like the growing flames of a prairie 
fire.

DETAILS OF ROOSEVELT’S 
TRIP BACK TO WASHINGTON 


President Sperit Day at Son’s Ranch in Texas, 
Visited Plane Plants, Attended Easter 
Services at Fort Riley.

Press writer, contain the de- 
tails of the visits made by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at various points 
on his trip since leaving Corpus 
Christi, Tez.: 


President Visits Son’s Ranch. 


FORT WORTH, Tex., April 22 
(Delayed) (AP).—President Roose- 
velt called time out from an in- 
spection trip to war establishments 
today to rest up at Dutch Branch 
ranch, owned by his son, Elliott, a 
Colonel in the Army Air Forces. 
He had picked up his daughter- 
in-law and two grandchildren, Ruth 
Chandler, and Elliott Jr. here and 
taken them with him to his meet- 
ing with President Avila Camacho 
of Mexico at Monterrey, but he 
had little time to visit with them. 
So he and Mrs. Roosevelt spent 
the day with Elliott’s family at the 
ranch. Mrs. Roosevelt left the 
Presidential party here. 


Watches Battle Training. 


ABOARD ROOSEVELT TRAIN 
IN COLORADO, April 24 (Delayed) 
(AP).—While towering mountains 
hurled back the thunder of guns, 
President. Roosevelt took a lesson 
at Camp Carson, Colo., today in 
the way hardened troops tackle 
combat problems they will meet 
soon on fighting fronts. 

He watched demonstrations of a 
water-crossing under cover of a 
smoke screen, mortar and machine 
gun fire; infantry popping up from 
foxholes to throw back a tank at- 
tack; and the massed firing of 15 
batteries of 105 and 155 millimeter 
howitzers. 

He saw the battle-conditioning 
of men in full pack inching through 
barbed wire and underbrush 
against machine guns that fired 
glowing tracer bullets a few inches 
over their heads and started grass 
fires a few yards behind them. 

Roosevelt took particular interest 
in a secret anti-tank rocket gun, 
dubbed the “bazooka,” which 
knifed a projectile through two 
inches of armor plate. 

Later, moving almost within the 
shadow of snow-mantled Pike’s 
Peak, Roosevelt's special train 
traveled to Denver, where he in- 
spected a cartridge plant operated 
by the Remington Arms Co., Lowry 
Field and Fitzsimons General Hos- 
pital. 


Easter Services In Kansas. 


FORT RILEY, Kan., April 25 
(Delayed) (AP).—President Roose- 
velt attended open-air divine serv- 
ices with 15,000 members of the 
armed forces today at an Army 
post where costumes in the Easter 
parade were the standard khaki 
uniforms of soldiers and Waacs. 

After touring. Fort Riley by 
automobile, he was the luncheon 
guest of 500 officer candidates. 
He told them in an informal talk 
that the Army now “is grown up” 
and that he had seen a “very 
definite improvement” in the past 
six or seven months. , 

The church services were held 
in a stadium whose field and 
grassy slopes®were cranimed with 
officers, men, Waacs and a spat- 
tering of wives and _ children. 
Nearly everyone riding the Presi- 
dentiak train, including the por- 
ters, attended. 

Lilies and blue hydrangeas were 
banked around an improvised al- 
tar. Nonsectarian services were 
conducted, 

A band played prelude 
and postlude, prayers were said 
from the Episcopalian Book of 
Common Prayer, hymns were 
sung by a chorus of 28 soldiers, 
and a Negro private with a fine 
baritone voice sang a _ spiritual. 
Roosevelt joined in a recitation 
of the Twenty-third Psalm. 


Visits Omaha Bomber Plant. 

OMAHA Neb., April 26 (De 
layed) (AP).—President Roosevelt 
stopped the production show at a 
Martin bomber plant here today 
when he showed up for a tour of 
the assembly lines. 

Grinning employes forgot for a 


time all about turning out scores 
of heavily armed B-26 Marauders 


to press up to the running board 
of his car and yell ecstatically as 
the President rolled by ‘waving a 
hand at them. 

At least half the workers ap- 
peared to. be women, who took 
vital jobs on the home front to 
help turn out fighting equipment 
for men on the combat fronts. 

Glenn L. Martin, president of 
the company which operates the 
Government - owned plant, and 
Vice-President G. T. Willey ex- 
plained*to Roosevelt the processes 
of fabrication, sub-assembly and 
assembly which start with parts 
and gadgets in one section of the 
big eastablishment and wind up 
with finished bombers in another. 
Gov. Dwight Griswold of Nebraska 
went along. 


See Thunderbolts Perform. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind. April 27 
(Delayed) (AP).— With some of 
the world’s fastest and most pow- 
erful fighter planes plummeting 
through a murky sky overhead. 
President Roosevelt inspected to- 
day the plant that makes them, 

He drove past the Republic Avi- 
ation Corporation’s fabrication and 
assembly lines for P-47 Thunder- 
bolts and then went out to a fly- 
ing field adjoining the plant to see 
some of the heavily armed and 
armored ships perform, 

Roosevelt watched one plane test 
its eight 50 caliber guns on a fir- 
ing range and send bursts of tracer 
bullets into a mound of brown dirt. 

Looking into the air, he saw 
three Thunderbolts in tight forma- 
tion streak downward at better 
than 400 miles an hour to within 
a few feet of the field, zoom up- 
ward, peel off, and climb like rock- 
ets. A P-47 hag traveled—straight 
down — faster than the speed of 
sound, 


Final Inspection at Fort Knox. 

FORT KNOX, Ky., April 28 (De- 
layed) (AP).—Inspections of the 
nation’s war centers which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt began at a Marine 
base at Parris Island, S. C., April 
14 ended here today amid a blaze 
of tank and artillery fire in a 
dazzling Army display of armored 
offensive power. 

It was as if a five-mile segment 
of the Tunisian front had been 
picked up, compressed and put 
back down in the Kentucky Hills— 
live ammunition and all—but minus 
an actual enemy. 

Only one-ninth of the offensive 
strength of un armored division 
was used in the problem in mock 
warfare, but it gave Roosevelt a 
vivid picture of the vast mass of 
highly mobile gunpower concen- 
trated in one of these tough fight- 
ing units. 

After the shooting was over, the 
President made a visit to America’s 
biggest safety deposit box: Where 
80 per cent of the world’s monetary 
gold bullion, valued high in the bil- 
lions, is stored. 

An elevator took Roosevelt down 
to the vaults, and in one corridor 
he saw $1,400,000,000 worth of the 
yellow metal, 99.5 per cent plire, 
stacked to the ceiling in ingots 
worth $14,000 each. 

“This is one place I wanted to 
see,” Roosevelt remarked. “I knew 
I would never be forgiven by Sec- 
retary Morgenthau if I didn’t come 
here.” :

Roosevelt brought back to Wash- 
ington was one of a vast improve- 
ment in the armed forces, since 
he made a similar tour last Sep- 
tember, accompanied by an en- 
couraging acceleration in the pro- 
duction of the munitions they 
need on the combat fronts. 

As on that former trip, he re- 
turned critical of Washington. He 
said he had found that the coun- 
try as a whole had a better per- 
spective on the war and a better 
sense of proportion than the na- 
tional capital. 

Speaking to representatives of 
the three major news services at 
a press conference aboard his 
special train, the President said 
the whole temper of the country 
was far more sober and far more 
intelligent than the attitude of a 
good part of Washington. 

The people generally, he said, 
not only are in the war but also 
understand it. They do not follow 
Washington’s example, he said, 
and, as he put it, magnify some- 
thing of a tenth degree of im- 
portance and put it on front pages. 

Furthermore, he declared, the 
tendency in the rest of the coun- 
try, which he said is in contrast 
with the capital, is to evaluate cor- 
rectly and give the right relative 
importance to world events and 
the progress of actual fighting. 


Army Now Grown Up. 


Roosevelt made no _ formal 
speeches on the second half of his 
journey. Several times, he spoke 
informally, and he told reporters 
he thought he was about right 
when he asserted at Fort Riley, 
Kan., that the Army had been go- 
ing through its growing paing in 
the last few months, but now has 
grown up. 

The improvement could be seen 
not only in the troops themselves, 
he said, but also in the housekeep- 
ing of the Army—in the things it 
wears and eats, 

Asked whether he had, as a re- 
sult of his inspections, “any 
greater confidence in the new 
moves to come in Europe,” the 
President replied in the affirma- 
tive. 

He said, too, he thought the 
country was catching on to the ad- 
vantages of the training which 
men and women are getting in the 
service, as well as in- war indus- 
tries. 

He commented on a marked gain 
in their health and physical well- 
being and on the way a portion of 
them who missed much of their 
formal schooling are now learning 
reading, writing and arithmetic as 
well as skilled trades. 

When you see all the tremen- 
dous camps, with a capacity of 
maybe three million or four mil- 
lion men, the President asserted, 
you can’t help wondering what 
will happen to them when the war 
is won and whether some type 
of training should continue, partly | 
to avoid a net loss on equipment | 
on which millions have been spent. 

Talk With Camacho, 

Of his talks with President Avila 
Camacho, the Chief Executive de- 
clared that he and the Mexican 
Chief of State had seen eye to 
eye.

Asked whether he had discussed 
the rationing program with the 
Governors whom he met, Roosevelt 
asserted that he had not received 
a single complaint of a serious 
nature.

The Soviet government severed 
relations with the Polish leaders 
over the latters’ request for the 
International Red Cross to inves- 
tigate German charges’ that 
10,000 Polish officers had been 
slaughtered by the Russians. 

A reply by the London Polish 
Government last night did not re- 
peat the request for an inquiry, 
but emphasized that the Polish 
Government had no claims to 
Soviet territory and denied any 
Quisling-like dealings with Ger- 
many, 

The reply, however, also con- 
tained an appeal for the “release” 
of Poles of fighting age now in 
Russia, and their families and 
thousands of Polish orphans, and 
diplomatic circles here regarded 
the response as “not very help- 
ful” and as likely to be “ill-re- 
ceived” in Moscow. 

Nevertheless, it was speculated 
here that Stalin was being asked 
to co-operate to clear up what 
the British and United States 
Governments realized was an un- 
fortunate break in the United Na- 
tions front, “caused by the Goeb- 
bels trick, which must be trumped 
by a frank exchange of views 
among the Allies and by strong 
and binding agreements as to the 
future.”

JEFFERSON CITY, April 29.— 
An attempt by the Democratic 
minority in the House to tack a 
“little Hatch Act” governing politi- 
cal activities, on the key bill in 
Gov. Donnell’s revenue agency con- 
solidation program, which proposes 
establishment of a new Central 
State Department of Revenue, was 
defeated, 83 to 51, after a bitter 
political row in the House today. 

The Democrats offered an 


amendment, opposed by the Re- 
publicans, which would bar politi- 
cal campaign activity or collection 
of political campaign contribu‘ions 
from employes of the proposed new 
Revenue Department, without ex- 
tending this bar to other affected 
State departments. 

Minority leaders then launched 
an attack on the bill to create the 
new department. charging it was” 
designed to set up an enlarged po- 
litical organization controlled by 
Republicans, and charging the 
Republican majority with “steam- 
roller” tactics in attempting to 
drive the bill through to perfection 
without major amendments. 

The vote on the amendment, 
with one exception, was on straight 
party lines, as the Republican ma- 
jority, operating under a caucus 
agreement approving the Gover- 
nor’s program, held its lines in the 
perfection yesterday and today of 
31 of the 33 bills in the program. 
The Democrats, whose opposition 
heretofore has been feeble, cen- 
tered their attack on the pending 
Revenue Department bill. One 
other bill remains for perfection. 

Proposed By Keating. 

Representative E. J. Keating 
(Dem.), Kansas City, who offered 
the amendment, declared it would 
take the employes of the proposed 
new department completely out of 
politics, by preventing political 
activity, or the giving or collec- 
-tion of political “lugs.” 

eKating asserted the new de- 
partment would have “about 
10,000 employes.” This was hotly 
denied by Republicans, who con- 
ceded, however, they did not know 
just how many employes would be 
required. 

Speaker Howard Elliott, (Rep.), 
who opposed the amendment, en- 
gaged in a bitter exchange with 
Representative Raymond J. Lahey, 
(Dem.), St. Louis, who supported 
the amendment. Lahey charged El- 
liott “was one of the leading ex- 
ponents of the political spoils sys- 
tem of Missouri.” 

“That is just one of the delusions 
from which you have suffered,” 
Elliott retorted, in declaring he 
- had supportea all merit plans sub- 
mitted since/he had been in the 
Legislature. | 

Another Amendment. . « 

After defeat.of the “Hatch Act” 
amendment, the Democratic minor- 
ity, in a further effort to embar- 
rass the Republicans and break 
their solid party front on the con- 
Solidation bills, offered an amend- 
ment to write a merit system of 
employment inot the Revenue De- 
partment bill. This move was de- 
feated. 

The amendment was intended 
put the Republicans “on 
the spot,” because Gav.

10 AID REFUGEES 


Conference Ends — 
Recommendations  Se- 
cret Since They Involve 


Other Nations, the War. 


HAMILTON, Bermuda, April 29 
(AP). — The United States and 
British refugee conference ended 


officially today with the announce- 
ment of an agreement on joint 
recommendations designed to re- 
lieve a “substantial number of 
refugees of all races and nation- 
alities.” 

The joint report, which will be 
submitted to the two governments, 
was signed in a closing ceremony 
at noon by the delegates headed 
by President Harold Willis Dodds 
of Princeton University and Rich- 
ard K. Law, British Parliamentary 
Under Secretary for Foreign Af- 
fairs. 

Text of Conference Report. 

The text of a conference com- 
munique follows: 

“The United States and United 
Kingdom delegations examined the 
refugee problem in all its aspects, 
including the position of those po- 
tential refugees who are still in 
the grip of Axis powers without 
any immediate prospect of escape. 

“Nothing was excluded from 
their analysis and everything that 
held out any possibility, however 
remote, of solution of the problem, 
was carefully investigated and 
thoroughly discussed. 

“From the outset it was realized 
that any recommendation that the 
delegates could make to their gov- 
ernments must pass two tests: 
Would any recommendation sub- 
mitted interfere with or delay the 
war effort of the United Nations 
and was the recommendation 
capable of accomplishment under 
war conditions? 

“The delegates at Bermuda felt 
bound to reject certain proposals 
which were not capable of meeting 
these tests. 

“The delegates were able to 
agree on a number of concrete 
recommendations which they are 
jointly submitting to their govern- 
ments and which it is felt will pass 
the tests set forth above and will 
lead to the relief of a substantial 
number of refugees of all races 
and nationalities. 

Recommendations Confidential. 

“Since the recommendations 
necessarily concern governments 
other than those represented at the 
Bermuda Conference and involve 
military considerations, they must 
remain confidential. It may be 
said, however, that in the course 
of the discussion the refugee prob- 
lem was broken down into its main 
elements. The questions of ship- 
ping, food and supply were fully 
investigated. 

“The delegates also agreed on | 
recommendations regarding the | 
form of intergovernmental organi- 
zation which was best fitted, in 
their opinion, to handle the prob- 
lem in the future. This organiza- 
tion would have to be flexible 
enough to permit it to consider 
without prejudice any new factors 
that. might come to its attention. 

“In each of these fields the dele- 
gates were able to submit agreed 
proposals for consideration of their 
respective governments.”

The 
committee made no changes in the 
appropriation bill, deciding to ap- 
prove the measure as recommend- 
ed by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. 

The tax bill calls for a levy of 
$1.27 on each $100 of real estate 
and personal property; 40 cents 
for the sinking and interest fund 
on bonded indebtedness; 4 cents 
for the library fund; 2 cents for 
the City Art Museum, and 2 cents 
for the Zoo.

Changes for Higher Pay 
to Be Allowed Any- 
where if ‘In the Interest 


of the War Effort.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP).— 
The War Manpower Commission 
moved today to lower a barrier 
which prevents workers in many 
parts of the country from chang- 
ing from one essential efmployer 
to another for higher pay, regard- 
less of the circumstances. 
Officials said an order having 
this effect would be issued after 
WMC Chairman Paul V. McNutt 
has obtained final ratification from 
his Management-Labor Advisory 
Committee and has explained it to 
his 12 regional directors at a 
conference today. 

The order, putting into effect a 
nationwide employment stabiliza- 
tion program approved yesterday 
by the full Manpower Commis- 
sion, may be expected by Friday 
night. 

The program, the officials added, 
will make it possible for workers 
anywhere to get the releases re- 
quired by the WMC to change jobs 
for higher pay-—provided_ the 
change would be “in the interest 
of the war effort.” 

Under the job-wage control order 
recently issued by McNutt in pur- 
suance of President Roosevelt's 
directive to “hold the line” against 
inflation, releases in these cases 
could ‘be obtained only in the 70 
areas or regions where the WMC 
has set up local stabilization pro- 
grams. St. Louis is one of these 
areas. 

The national program is to be 
superseded by local programs in 
all areas which adopt them, and 
officials said the WMC would con-

STRIKE TIES UP 
TRANSIT SYSTEM 
IN CLEVELAND 


War Workers Thumb 
Rides as Bus, Street 
Car Union Men Walk 
Out in Pay Dispute. 


CLEVELAND, April 29 (AP).— 
An AFL strike tied up Cleveland’s 
mass transportation system today, 
forcing thousands of war workers 
to thumb rides from motorists or 
to walk to their jobs. 

Not a street car or city bus could 


be seen on busy Public Square dur- 
ing the morning rush hour as the 
City Transit System's riders—aver- 
aging 1,315,000 fares daily—took 
their automobiles from garages 
and created traffic jams reminis- 
cent of pre-rationing days. 


Mayor Frank J. Lausche urged 
automobile drivers to “travel the’ 
main streets” and pick up pedes- 
trians, and motorists reported so | 
many people were co-operating 
that, on well-traveled thorough- 
fares, they had difficulty filling 
their car seats. 

Although the system's 1378 street 
cars, trailers and busses remained 
in barns, a survey of key war 
plants showed most workers were 
on time or early. 

Defied Leaders’ Plea. 

In walking out at midnight, the 
unionists defied an order by their 
international officials and also ig- 
mored a telegraphed plea by Un- 
der Secretary of War Robert P. 
Patterson to refer their wage dis- 
pute to Government agencies. 

Mayor Lausche said the telegram 
from Patterson asked him “to 
transmit to the members of the 
union the urgent request of the | 
War Department that they refrain 
from striking.” 

Michael Garvey, an international 
vice-president of the Street Car 
and Motor Coach Operators’ Union, 
said he received a telegram from 
Edward McMorrow, first interna- 
tional vice-president, instructing 
him to “convey to our membership 
that the deadline must be lifted 
at once, and negotiations carried 
on as the laws of our association 
provide.” 

“It’s out of our hands,” asserted 
Thomas P..Meany, the local’s pres- 
ident. “The men voted for it and 
the transit board broke off nego- 
tiations.” 

Wage Increase Sought. 

Meany said the union was main- 
taining its original demand for a 
wage scale of $1.05 an hour for 
street car motormen and conduc- 
tors, and $1.15 an hour for bus 
drivers, who operate alone. At 
present street car men receive 90% 
cents and hour and bus operators 
97% cents. 

As a substitute, the union would 
accept a 40-hour week at the pres- 
ent wage scale, with time and ‘i 
half for all overtime, Meany as- 
serted. Most men now work about 
54 hours weekly at regular rates, 
he added. 

Walter McCarter, City Transit 
System general manager, has of- 
fered a 2%-cents-an-hour increase 
for each class of employes. He 
said the union's attitude was “com- 
pletely unreasonable” and a strike 
at this time was “an outrage.”

THREAT OF MINERS 
S ‘STAB IN BACK 
SAYS LEGION HEAD 


Col. Roane Waring Calls 
on Nation’s Leaders to 


Eliminate Lewis From 
Public Life. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 29 (AP). 
— Col. Roane Waring, national 
commander of the American Le- 
gion, declared last night the 
threatened shutdown by workers 
of coal mines pending a wage set- 
tle-aent “is a stab in the back of 
the America fighting a war.” 

“A strike that threatens to shut 
down our plants, our mills and our 


shipyards is more despicable than 
Italy’s attack on France when she 
was down,’ Waring said at a Le 
gion rally here. 


Referring to earlier appeals for 
“leadership on the home front,” 
Waring turned his attack to John 
L. Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers, and said: 


“Now is the time for those in 
power to demonstrate that leader- 
ship. Now is the time to deter- 
mine whether the Government set 
up by the votes of our people is 
running this country and this war 
or whether John L. Lewis is run- 
ning it. 

“The time has come in this 
America of ours when action 
should be taken, no matter how 
drastic that action may be, to elim- 
inate this Lewig and everything he 
stands for from public life. Until 
that is done we are not keeping 
faith with the American fighting

In an appeal meant for the rank

The President said he had dis- 
cussed the whole trip with the 
three press association reporters 
and that his remarks today would 
be a continuation of what he had 
told a press conference on the 
train. 

Army Has Grown Up. 

Several reporters, he said, had 


asked him to compare what he 
had been on this trip with his 
impressions from a similar trip in 
September. At the time of his 
previous trip, he contMmued, the 
Army was having “growing pains,” 
but now this stage was about over 
—the Army had grown up. 

The various camps, he said, 
seem to have “shaken down” and 
mastered the housekeeping job 
necessary to keep large numbers 
of men properly supplied with 
food, clothing and equipment. 

A special. Army board, he said, 
had looked into the Army food 
problem and a great many mil- 
lions of dollars have been saved 
on this item. 

“Does your statement that the 
Army has ‘grown up’ mean that 
you will cut down the number 
of men to be called into the 
services?” a reporter asked. 

The President answered no, 
and added that as far as could 
be ascertained the country 
would need all the men planned 
for this year. 

As at the train press confer- 
ence last week, the President said 
that he had been greatly surprised 
by the number of women workers 
in the aviation plants visited. Last 
September, he said, he had been 
told that about 30 per cent of the 
aviation workers were women, 
but today the number was some- 
where between 30 and 50 per 
cent, and was running between 
60 and 65 per cent of the new em- 
ployes. These additions, he em- 
phasized, would be a tremendous 
help in solving the man-power and 
woman-power problem.

ANTI- TRUST SUIT 
AGAINST PETRILLO 
DROPPED BY U. 8. 


Dismissal of Case Leaves 
Way Open for New Ac- 
tion to Lift Bar on Re- 
cordings. 


CHICAGO, April 29 (AP).—The 
second anti-trust suit against James 
C. Petrillo and his American Fed- 
eration of Musicians (AFL) was 
dismissed in Federal Court yester- 
day, paving the way for a possible 
new action by the Government in 
its fight to break the union’s bar 
on making musical recordings for 
public purposes. 

The suit was dismissed at the re- 
quest of the Government. 

The action came about the time 
that the union’s bar on recordings 
was being denounced by President 
Neville Miller of the National As- 
sociation of Broadcasters in an 
address at the group’s war con- 
ference here. 

The suit was dismissed by Judge 
John P. Barnes, who last Oct. 12 
ruled in favor of the union in re- 
fusing a Government request for 
an injunction to restrain Petrillo 
from further enforcement of his 
order of last Aug. 1 forbidding 
union members from making re- 
cordings and transcriptions for the 
radio and juke boxes. He ruled 
the matter essentially was a labor 
dispute. 

What Government Charges. 

In the second suit, the Govern- 
ment charged Petrillo’s order 
would destroy about 550 independ- 
ent radio stations that rely on 
recordings for most of their pro- 
grams, 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Daniel B. Britt said the Govern- 
ment has until 1945 to prosecute in 
cases of this kind. He said the 
union’s answer to the second suit 
was scheduled to be filed today, 
but with the dismissal, the way 
is left open for the Government 
to refile a third suit if it desires. 

Miller told the conference of 
broadcasters that Petrillo’s edict 
had cost union members “millions 
of dollars,” which they might have 
earned making records. 

A report was given at the con- 
ference on a study designed to 
show that unemployment among 
AFM members “is today virtually 
non-existent.” 

Petrillo had contended that the 
purpose of the bar on recordings 
is to provide more work for mu- 
sicians. His proposal to lift the 
bar if members were given royal- 
ties “on all records sald,” and 
that the recording and transcrip- 
tion industry pay the union a cash 
fee for every record made =§for 
public use have been rejected. 

Payments for Radio Work. 

The report set forth that union 
musicians received about $20,000,- 
000 annually for radio work—an 
amount said to be nearly equiva- 
lent to the total net earnings, aft- 
er taxes, of the broadcasting indus- 
try. 

Miller said the stand taken by 
Petrillo was political. 

“The majority of his members 
never have and never expected to 
make their living in the field of 
music...” Miller asserted. “How- 
ever, they have the votes, and to 
keep these votes being cast for 
him as president, Mr. Petrillo feels 
he must, give them a handout.” 

The broadcasters’ report said 
“less than one-third of the mem- 
bers of the American Federation 
of Musicians are professional musi- 
cians, practically all of the re- 
mainder being engaged in approxi- 
mately 250 other’ professions, 
trades, businesses and permanent 
callings requiring skills and spe- 
cialized training.” 

Broadcasters Urge Action. 

The National Association of 
Broadcasters announced’ today 
adoption of a resolution calling on 
the electrical transcription indus- 
try to take such measures under 
the law as may be necessary to 
end the bar on transcriptions by 
Petrillo and his federation. 

The resolution asked the tran- 
scription companies, in their: cur- 
rent negotiations with Petrillo, to 
stand firm in their position “so 
that they will not give tacit or im- 
plicit recognition to Mr. Petrillo’s 
false and insincere claim of wide- 
spread unemployment in his union, 
or to his equally false claim that 
the industry*oweg an obligation to 
the members of his union not em- 
ployed by it.” 

The resolution said the bar was 
in violation of labor’s pledge to the 
nation, injured wartime morale 
and “inflicted girevous and unjus- 
tified injuries on the broadcasting 
and transcrption industries.” 


ONLY 45,000 LEFT IN BREST 


LONDON, April 29 (AP). — All 
“non-indispensable” persons have 
now been evacuated from Brest, 
leaving only 45,000 residents in the 
oft-bombed city which had a pop- 
ulation of 120,000 in 1940, the Ger- 
man-controlled Paris radio report- 
ed today.

Germans predominated also on 
the southern front, where Gen. Sir 
Bernard Montgomery’s Eighth 
Army has been able to gain only 
two to seven miles since the Enfi- 
daville attack last week despite 
steady pressure against heavy for- 
tifications throughout both the 
mountains and. the coastal flat 
lands. But 30 per cent of that 
Axis defense force was reported to 
be Italian. 

The Germans are aided by the 
terrain, excellent for defensive 
fighting, and in recent days have 
also been helped by the weather, 
which has not permitted the Unit- 
ed States, British and French air 
forces to strike with all their force. 

While some First Army forces 
were still coping with the Djebel 
Bou Aoukaz counterattacks, others 
occupied the village of Sidi Ahmed, 
10 miles northeast of Med jez-el- 
Bab. 

Farther south the British were 
held up by strong enemy positions 
four miles east of Heidous. 

A French high command com- 
munique said French artillery had 
broken an Axis counterattack in 
the Pont-du-Fahs sector and

The Berlin radio reported from 
Rome that 41 persons had been 
killed- and 88 were wounded in 
Naples; three were killed and 12 
wounded in Messina, and five per- 
sons were injured in other opera- 
tions directed against Lampedusa 
and Syracuse. The Italian high 
command said that seven invading 
bombers had been shot down, four 
over Naples, two over Messina and 
one elsewhere. 


Axis Defenses Threatened. 

Before the German counterat- 
tacks, the Allied drive was threat- 
ening to split the Axis armies hold- 
ing the Tunis-Bizerte bridgehead 
into two groups, 

Forcing their way toward the 
Tunis plain from a line east of 
Medjez-el-Bab, British troops cap- 
tured almost all the high ground 
between Medjez-el-Bab and Pont- 
du-Fahs and seemed almost in posi- 
tion to pour down into rolling 
country which offers the Axis lit- 
tle defense except through the 
sowing of mines. 

Despite the setback on the cen- 
tral front, the Allies still command 
three major breaches in the arc of 
Axis mountain defenses and it ap- 
peared they would soon be pouring 
down across the open plain before 
the Tunis-Bizerte zone. 

Dispatches from Allied headquar- 
ters said the Germans might not 
even defend the capital city of 
Tunis, preferring to withdraw into 
the mountain and lake region 
around Bizerte and onto the nar- 
row peninsula east of Tunis for a 
final stand. 


DESPERATE BATTLE 
WAGED FOR HILL

WITH THE BRITISH FIRST 
ARMY IN TUNISIA, April 28 (De- 
layed) (AP).—Driven back once by 
enemy counterfire, British infantry 
charged up Djebel bou Aoukaz, 21 
miles west of Tunis, and fought 

their way to the crest today. 


guarding the entrance to the Tunis 
plain from the Medjerda valley 
was unsurpassed in fierceness and 
gained the immediate objective 
only after nearly 24 hours of fight- 
ing during which 200 prisoners 
were taken. 

The Allied air force which sup- 
ported the initial attack late yes- 
terday by a pattern bombing of 
German positions on  Aoukaz, 
switched today to a pounding of 
enemy batteries on El Guessa, two 
miles farther east. 

Infantry Mowed Down. 

The first wave of British infan- 
try was cut to pieces by heavily 
protected machine guns afd mor- 
tars which withstood the aerial 
and artillery barrages. Some Tom- 
mies got within 400 yards of the 


summit, fell back slightly and held 
on until the second wave formed 
and attacked this morning. 

The Germans threw in strong 
counterattacks from the north late 
today in an effort to restore the 
position. (The Thursday communi- 
que from Allied headquarters said 
the leading British troops had been 
forced to make a slight withdrawal 
under the second of two strong 
counterattacks.) 

A battle almost as desperate was 
waged on Djebel Bou Kournine, 19 
miles to the south, where the Brit- 
ish wiped out a German outpost 
in a surprise charge in the dark- 
ness last night. 

Enemy shelling drove off the as- 
sault troops, and reinforcements 
who attempted to consolidate the 
line on top of this old volcanic 
cone were also compelled to retire 
because of a deluge of explosives 
from enemy mortars. 

Resistance Stiffens. 

German resistance stiffened on 
most parts of the Tunisian front, 
fending off the French from oc- 
cupying Pont-du-Fahs and send- 
ing counterattacks against the 
Americans in the Tine Valley just 
north of the hills bordering the 
Medjerda Valley. 

The Americans now are lodged 
on high ground overlooking Sidi 
N’Sir Station in the northern sec- 
tor of the western front. 

The biggest Allied = salient 
stretches to Aoukaz and it is here 
that the Germans may be expect- 
ed to make the most violent re- 
action to the slowed-down Allied 
drive,

“It is our feeling that there is 
every justification for providing 
for a sufficient quantity of fishing 
tackle to enable non-commercial

in the “tentative stage” with no ac- 
tion taken. He said he could not 
estimate when a decision would be 
reached. 

More Fish to Be Caught. 


M. C. James, chief of the Divi- 
sion of Fish Culture, told the 
Post-Dispatch that the non-com- 
mercial catch this year would be 
less than the normal total of last 
year but that vacationists and oth- 
er recreational fishermen probably 
would have better luck this year. 

“Those who can fish this year,” 
James said, “will find a lot more 
fish and less competition. Many 
sportsmen are in the armed serv- 
ices, others are in 
plants and, of course, there is the 
gasoline rationing for automobiles 
and boats. 

“Our reports show that there is 
sti]l a fair amount of tackle inthe 
hands of local dealers, mostly in 
the small towns. This tackle is of

the simpler sort, poles, lines, hooks 
and sinkers—the stuff that really 
catches fish; a person might have 
trouble buying a $40 rod or a $50 
reel.” 

The Fish and Wildlife Service 
based the estimate of 12,000,000 
fishermen in this country on the 
basis of 7,000,000 licensed anglers. 
In many states no licenses are re- 
quired for inland fishing and none 
are required for salt-water angling. 
“Rough” Fish Reaching the Table. 

The estimate of a total catch of 
600,000,000 pounds by non-commer- 
cial fishermen last year was dli- 
vided into 300,000,000 pounds for in- 
land fishing and 300,000,000 pounds 
for salt water. The State of Mich- 
igan reported that 16,000,000 pounds 
of fresh-water fish had been 
caught in that State by non-com- 
mercial fishermen last year. The 
service reported that there had 
been an increase lately in the con- 
sumption of “rough” fish, notably 
carp, buffalo and sheepshead, for- 
merly scorned by some sportsmen. 

The War Production Board in 
November limited the production 
of commercial fishing tackle to 50 
per cent of the 1941 production. 
James said that only a small 
amount of scarce material and 
relative small amount of man 
power would be required: to fur- 
nish sufficient simple tackle for 
the non-commercial anglers.

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FINNISH RUPTURE OF PEACE 
TALKS WITH U.S. SAID TO HAVE 
FOLLOWED NAZI ULTIMATUM 


Majority-Party Suppart for Negotiations Re- 
ported Overcome by Fear Nation’s Exist- 
ence Would Be Endangered by Loss of 
Vital Supplies From German-Controlled 
Europe—Diplomatic Break Expected.

of recent negotiations between the United States and the Finn- 
ish governments with the object of aiding the Finns to secure 


@ separate peace with Russia. These messages declare that the 
American effort broke down after Finnish Foreign Minister Henrik 
Ramsay’s visit to Berlin during the first half of April. 


During the early phases of the 
American-Finnish discussions, it is 
reported, the Finnish Social Dem- 
ocrats, holding the majority in the 
Finnish Parliament, favored con- 
tinuing discussions with the Amer- 
ican Government, but were op- 
posed by the Conservative and Ag- 
ricultural parties who insisted that 
a quarrel] with Germany would 
jeopardize Finland’s actual exist- 
ence by cutting off supplies of food 
and vital materials from German- 
controlled Europe. 

President Opposed Peace. 

President Risto Ryti, Finance 
Minister Viano A. Tanner and For- 
eign Minister Ramsay maintained 
relentiess opposition to the pro- 
posal for a separate peace. 

There have been reports that 
Ramsay, during his Berlin visit, 
received an ultimatum from Nazi 
Foreign Minister Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop, who demanded, first, in- 
stant cessation of negotiations for 
a separate peace irrespective of 
whether the Americans were act- 
ing as intermediaries or not; sec- 
ond, the breaking off of diplo- 
matic relations with the United 
States: third, that the Finns must 
sign the Axis pact, which up to 
now they have not done. 

The Finnish Government is_ re- 
ported immediately to have agreed 
to break off negotiations and to 
have informed the Washington 
State Department they were not 
willing to discuss the matter with 
Russia or to accept America’s 
good offices. This is believed to 
have caused the United States to 
withdraw the bulk of its legation 
staff from Helsinki to Stockholm. 


Extremists in Command. 
These reports broadly coincide 


with the impressions current in 


informed circles here. Though un- 
doubtedly the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the Finns would deplore 
deeply an American diplomatic 
break with Finland, Ryti, Tanner 
and Ramsay, representing extrem- 
ist Finn opinion, are at present in 
command of the situation. 


It is now expected that the Ger- 
mans will demand further man- 
power sacrifices by the Finns, but 
London does not attach much im- 
portance to the Nazi suggestion 
that the Germans will dispatch 
further expeditionary forces to 
Finland, 


The same statements are equally 
applicable to the Swedish situation 
and the new, stiffer Swedish atti- 
tude toward Germany is almost 
certainly attributable to the same 
belief held in Stockholm. 

It is responsibly believed in Lon- 
don that Germany can reckon on 
employing against Russia this 
summer only about 25 per cent of 
the forces it disposed at the open- 
ing of the Russo-German war. 
The Russians certainly are not de- 
pleted to the same extent. This, 
plus Mediterranean preoccupations, 
suggests that the Germans are not 
embarking needlessly on new over- 
water expeditions. 

Moscow expects new East Front 
battles to begin next month, and 
both sides are reported regrouping 
their forces and accumulating 
dumps at many points between 
Leningrad and the southern 
Ukraine. 

It is believed here that the Ger- 
mang will make two main thrusts, 
one northward, the other south- 
ward, and that the Russians will 
be able to defeat both, leaving the 
Germans in a most difficult situa- 
tion toward the end of this year. 


RUSSIA AND POLAND

EPORTS from Moscow now 
R = that Russia has not actual- 

ly “severed” diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Polish Government- 
in-Exile, as the translated text of 
Molotov’s note of April 26 had it, 
but has only “suspended” these 
relations. And from London comes 
the news that as a result of stren- 
uous Anglo-American efforts an 
adjustment of Polish-Russian dif- 
ficulties may soon be brought 
about. 

These reports are encouraging. 
It is of vital importance to all 
the United Nations to remain a 
solid phalanx in opposition to the 
enemy. who menaces them all. Only 
Hitler can benefit from a break 
in Allied ranks. 

Both Poland and Russia deserve 
well of humanity. 

Poland was the first nation to 
stand firm in the face of Hitler’s 
threats and fight rather than com- 
promise with the Nazis when the 
showdown came in 1939. And when 
Poland was overrun the Poles con- 
tinued to fight wherever the op- 
portunity to fight was vouchsafed 
them—in France and Norway and 
the Middle East, in Egypt and 
Libya and the skies over Europe. 
And of all the conquered nations 
of Europe, Poland was the only 
one where Hitler could find no 
Quislings. 

Great Nazi Barrier. 

USSIA’S contribution to the 

common cause in the period 
since June 22, 1941, needs no un- 
derlining. For a year and a half 
the Red Army was the only mili- 
tary.force opposing the Wehr- 
macht. It continues today to be 
the greatest barrier to a Nazi vic- 
tory. 

Yet the ultimate triumph of the 
Allies will not be the result of 
Russia’s efforts alone, great as 
those efforts have been, but the 
combined efforts of the United Na- 
tions. The liberation of Russian 
soil as the reconstitution of a free 
and independent Poland will be 
the consequence of victory. 

The dispute between Poland and 
Russia is, therefore, a dispute 
which concerns us all. 

It would, however, be a. com- 
plete misunderstanding of the is- 
sue involved to assume that the 
dispute had its origin in the Nazi 
propaganda blast concerning the 
missing Polish officers who ac- 
cording to Dr. Goebbels’ hench- 
men, were murdered en masse by 
the Russians, their bodies discov- 
ered by the Nazis at a convenient- 
ly appropriate time. 

Poles Made Blunder. 
HERE can be no mistaking the 
fact that the Polish Govern- 
ment made a cardinal blunder in 
seizing upon these highly suspi- 
cious charges to demand an in- 
vestigation. 


True, this demand was accompa- 
nied by a long list of crimes com- 
mitted against the Polish people 
by the Nazis. The Polish Gov- 
ernment’s note also emphasized 
that, speaking on behalf of the 
Polish nation, it “denies to the 
Germans the right to draw from 
a crime which they ascribe to oth- 
ers arguments in their own de- 
fense. 


“The profoundly hypocritical in- 
dignation of German propaganda,” 
the note went on to say, “will not 
succeed in concealing from_ the 
world the many cruel, repeated 
and still lasting crimes committed 
against the Polish people.” | 

The fact remains that the Po- 
lish Government’s action played 
right into Dr. Goebbels’ . hands. 
And it also played right into the 
hands of the Kremlin. For signs 
have been multiplying for some 
time that Russia has been spoil- 
ing for a showdown with the Po- 
lish Government. 


When Russia entered the war 
the Polish Government and par- 
ticularly Gen. Sikorski acted 
promptly in rebuilding the bridge 
to Russia. 

On July 30, 1941, the two gov- 
ernments signed a mutual as- 
sistance pact. Six months later 
Stalin and Sikorski issued a joint 
declaration of friendship and mu- 
tual aid. These were realistic 
moves based on the premise that 
animosities of the past must not 
be allowed to stand in the way of 
the co-operation against the com- 
mon foe. 

But the Russo-Polish honeymoon 
proved of brief duration. 

Almost from the first Gen. Si- 
korski who took the statesman- 
like position that boundary and 
other questions could wait, was 
sniped at by the Polish extremists 
inside and outside the Govern- 
ment-in-Exile. They disliked his 
friendship for Russia. They ac- 
cused him of a readiness to go 
too far in burying the hatchet. 
Some of these critics demonstrat- 
ed that, like the Bourbons of old, 
they could never learn and would 
not forget. 


Reds Not Blameless. 

ET the Soviet Government has 

also been far from blameless 
in its attitude toward the Poles. 
Despite the fact that Russia had 
abrogated the Molotov-Ribbentrop 
pacteof 1939 Russia refused _ to 
abandon its claim to the Polish 
territory it had occupied in the 
period following the Nazi assault 
on Poland. The Russian Govern- 
ment’s treatment of the Poles in- 
side the Soviet Union has been far 
from exemplary. It remained very 
secretive regarding the fate of 
Polish officers who, while includ-

Hitler's Allies 
Can't Desert Him

ty F the Finns would rather see 
| a rupture of diplomatic relations 
with the United States than at- 
tempt to make a separate peace 
with the Russians, it may be be- 
cause they are still full of illu- 
sions about an Axis victory. More 
likely, it is because they realize 
better than we that an attempt 
to walk out of this war would re- 
sult merely in a change of sides. 
Finland would get not peace but 
a new war against the Germans. 
Suppose that—instead of refus- 
ing—the Finns, for example, had 
accepted the repeated American, 
offers and had obtained accept- 
able terms of peace from the Rus- 
sians. Suppose the Finnish armies 
simply stopped fighting. What 
would happen then? Either Hitler 
would consider the Finnish defec- 
tion a good riddance, or he would 
order the commander of the Ger- 
man forces in Finland (at least 
five full divisions) to seize Hel- 
sinki and execute the Finnish 
leaders, meanwhile cutting off the 
essential German food supplies to 
Finland. If Hitler considered the 
Finns a good riddance, then the 
United Nations should not want to 
see them out of the fight. If he 
ordered his Generals to attack the 
Finns this would automatically 
bring the Russian troops into Fin- 
land—which is what the Finns fear 
most. 
The. same applies equally to 
Rumania, Hungary, Bulgaria and 
conceivably Italy as well. The 
leaders in these countries are in- 
creasingly aware of the certainty 
of defeat. Conceivably each of 
them would gladly seize an oppor- 
tunity of making a separate peace 
with the United Nations, partic- 
ularly a peace that would save, 
the life, property and political 
regime of the said rulers. But 
since the probable result would be 
not peace but merely a change of 
one enemy that is still distant for 
another that is right on the spot, 
nothing happens. 
Nor is it likely to happen until 
the Nazis become too weak to 
prevent it. Certainly if all Ger- 
many’s allies in Europe decided on 
a separate peace at the same time, 
he Nazis—even with their pres- 
ent strength—might be too weak to 
fight them all successfully. But 
that they would try there can be 
little doubt. Not to try would be 
to admit defeat. And in no case 
could the defection of the German 
allies occur peacefully save in 
that of extreme German decom- 
position, or of occupation by our 
armed force. In which case, it 
would hardly serve us and would 
happen anyway without any nego- 
tiations or concessions on our part. 
In conclusion: it is the belief 
of the present writer that we can 
obtain little or no help from any 
of Hitler’s present allies until he 
is so weak that we hardly need 
this help. When that moment ar- 
rives, we shall be able to choose 
our instruments in each enemy 
country. We shall not have to 
shake hands with Quislings. Not 
even for reasons of “temporary 
military expediency.” 


JAPS BUILDING CHINA BASE 
TO FIGHT ALLIED SUBMARINES 


CHUNGKING, April 29 (AP).— 
The Japanese are building a new 
naval base and two large air fields 
in China, a Chinese Army spokes- 
man reported today. 

The invaders, alarmed at the in- 
creasing menace to their shipping 
by Allied submarines, he said, have 
begun construction of a naval base 
at a recently-occupied island 
northeast of Foochow. He said 
the Japanese were using Q-boats— 
vessels disguised as fishing 
trawlers and ready for quick action 
against unsuspecting prey—and 
that the crews were seasoned naval 
personnel dressed as fishermen. 

The enemy is building one large 
air field near the Burma road 
town of Lungling, possibly for in- 
tensified action against air bases 
in South China, and another near 
the Yangtze port of Ichang, pre- 
sumably for operations against 
Chungking, the spokesman _ re- 
ported.

Planes Get Off the Hornet Without Mis-

we had lost our leader, Lieut. 


Fortunately we were wrong. By 
a characteristic maneuver of his 
B-25 bomber he had surprised us 
with a beautiful piece of airman- 
ship. 

Of course the atmosphere on the 
Hornet that morning was tense. It 
was the appointed day for the raid. 
But the appointed hour was still 
distant. The plan was for us to 
take off at dusk some 400 miles 
from the Japanese coast. Col. Doo- 
little was to take the lead, drop 
incendiary bombs on our Tokyo 
targets, and the rest of the 16 
planes were to follow and bomb 
by the light of the fires. 

That would give us ample time 
to reach the China coast about 
daybreak, and to land on specified 
airports held by the Chinese. The 
Colonel had it all figured out by 
percentages how our expedition 
would be aided by getting off that 
close to our objective, and how 
much it would be hampered by a 
longer run to Tokyo. 


Brush With Japanese. 


Any good military plan must be 
subject to change under actual 
conditions, and we were not to get 
away as planned, but something 
like 10 hours earlier. 

During the night the carrier and 
escorting vessels had eluded two 
Japanese ships supposedly patrol- 
ling the sea. But another enemy 
ship, a destroyer, had been en- 
countered, and had- been sunk by 
a tremendous burst of fire from 
one of the escort vessels under 
the command of Admiral William 
F. Halsey Jr. 

Although the sinking was speedy, 
it was feared the Japanese had 
been able to radio our presence 
and our position, and it was de- 
cided to take off quickly. At 
breakfast time the Army flying 
personnel were notified to pre- 
pare at once to leave. 

The War Department already 
has disclosed that there was no 
hesitation, that the Colonel and 
the detachment as a whole were 
eager to take off. We almost cer- 
tainly could drop our bombs and 
still have a chance to get into

Rains and Cold Are 
Gone After Dreary 


Fever’ Time.

NORTHERN TUNISIA. 
T least there’s one thing we 
can’t complain about as the 
Tunisian war draws toward its 
close, and that’s the weather. 

In these last few weeks’ the 
heavens have seemed bent on 
bounteous amends for all the mis- 
ery they scourged us with during 
the winter. This is one time when 
nobody wants to do anything about 
the weather; it’s perfect as is. 

The rains are over. The cold is 
gone. Everything is green, and 
flowers sparkle over the country- 
side. The sun is up early and 
bright, and it is a blessing after 
all those dreary months of wet and 
wind. It’s now like June in Vir- 
ginia. 

I don’t know how it affects the 
fighting troops, but in own case 
I’ve got ‘spring fever’ so badly my 
conscience hurts. All I want to do 
is lie in the sun. 

7 = 
Mosquitoes. 
E’VE not yet been issued sum- 
mer khaki, but there’s a 
rumor it'll be done soon. A-tually 
it isn’t too hot yet for our heavies. 
They say the cruelly hot weather 
doesn’t come till June. 

Mosquitoes are beginning to 
show up. We watched for the first 
mosquito as we used to watch at 
home for the first robin, but not 
with the same spirit of welcome. 
I'm the mosquito barometer for 
our group, since a mosquito will 
travel days and days to find me. 
I got my first bad bites down in 
Central Tunisia and am now anx- 
iously sweating out the malaria in- 
cubation period. 

The Army hasn’t yet issued mos- 
quito head—or bed-nets, but there’s 
a rumor along that line. They've 
started giving us semiweekly ata- 
brin tablets.

Reporters’ Conditions. 

E correspondents are winding 

up the Tunisian war in com- 
parative luxury. The old rough- 
and-tumble days of last winter are 
gone. The Army’s Public Relations 
Branch is now all set up like a 
traveling circus, and we are well 
looked after. 

We are so close to the front lines 
we Can base permanently in our 
own camp and still get to the fir- 
ing line in half an hour. German 
raiders come over daily, but our 
air superiority is so great now that 
oftentimes we don’t even look up. 

All night the artillery rumbles, 
and the ground quivers. When I 
first came to this spot I couldn't 
sleep because of it, but I’ve got 
used to it. 

We are li@ing in two-man tents, 
and. there are several bigger tents 
for the kitchen, mess and stock- 
room. We have stolen tables from 
a bombed-out saloon in a nearby 
village. We have electric lights in 
our tents. And instead of digging 
our own slit trenches, here the 
Arabs do it, their pay being a pack 
of cigarettes for a day’s work. 

We take off our clothes at night 
now. We sleep in folding cots, 
have our own mess, and even wash 
our faces of a morning.. It is all 
so different from our miserable 
winter.

Some Loss From Such Practice, but Results 
Show It Is a Profitable Risk, — 
Committee Reports.

The stowage of cargo on tanker 
decks had not been attempted be- 
fore the war, states the report, be- 
cause the center-line was ordinarily 
cluttered up with pipes, catwalks 
and gear. Heavy seas may damage 
an occasional cargo, it is admitted, 
“but results already obtained in- 
dicate that the use of tanker decks 
is a profitable risk to take. Many 
hundreds of planes have been car- 
ried in this fashion without the 
loss of a single one.” 


In commenting on these new 
techniques for loading combat 
equipment, the committee urges 
that “such ingenuity should be ap- 
plied wherever possible.” 


Delays in Unloading. 


Particularly in the case of mili- 
tary ports in the Pacific and 
Persian Gulf, according to the re- 
port, much time and tonnage have 
been wasted by sending ships to 
destination without adequate fa- 
cilities for loading and unloading. 
“In many instances,” it is charged, 
“ships have been delayed in port 
as much as 95 days. The excuse 
is insufficient, on the face of 
things, that by sending ships to 
such ports we can impress our 
allies and depress our enemies.” 


While the Norfolk area, devoted 
principally to Army and Navy ac- 
tivities, igs enjoying a boom far 
exceeding its peacetime business, 
the Port of New York is not being 
utilized, according to the report, 
to anything like full capacity. 


It is declared that “a large part 
of New York's unequaled rail, 
lighterage and dockage facilities 
are unused a considerable part of 
the time, while trained longshore- 
men, anxious for work, are not 
fully employed.

end of March, when it announced 
that one-fifth of the tanks at a 
depot in Chester, Pa. were held 
up for lack of shipping. On that 
date the committee found that 
seven ships, with a capacity of 126 
tanks, were held up in New York 
harbor for lack of tanks with which 
to load them. 


The War Shipping Administra- 
tion is praised for its frankness 
in “admitting and hastening to cor 
rect its mistakes.” This attitude, 
in the committee’s view, “presents 
a refreshing contrast to the pro- 
cedure of some war agencies.” 


The committee promises to make 
a detailed study of “the very ex- 
tensive memorandum and exhibits 
recently submitted by maritime 
unions affiliated with the CIO,” 
and requests the unions “to con- 
tinue to ferret out cases in which 
ship or shore operations are ineffi- 
cient.” In the meantime, two union 
suggestions are rejected. The first 
is that all United States cargo ves- 
sels should be placed under control 
of the War Shipping Administra- 
tion; the second that there should 
be union participation in training

MORE NEEDED FOR DIRECT RELIEF. 


Those on the old age pension roll in Missouri now 
get almost $20 a month. Dependent children get in 
State aid something more than $13 a month. Those 
on direct relief get $7.42. 

On a comparative basis, this means almost twice 
as much for the dependent child as for the unem- 
ployable adult who is just as dependent. It means 
almost three times as much for the pensioner as 
for the man or woman on direct relief when the 
only essential difference between them may be the 
difference of age. 

Relief is relief. It still is relief whether it is 
‘paid out in the form of allotments to dependent chil- 
dren or to elderly men and women in need of help 
from the State—or directly to those whose unfor- 
tunate lot it is to be physically or otherwise handi- 
capped so they cannot earn a living. 

But the State of Missouri does not recognize that 
relief is relief. It has a preferred class among those 
who receive public financial help. It has a second 
preferred class. And it has a class which it rates 
a poor third. This poor third are the miserable 
men and women on direct relief. 

These people do not lack for spokesmen. Director 
of Public Welfare Caulfield and other officials from 
St. Louis and Kansas City, representatives of the 
Missouri Council of Churches and of the Missouri 
Association for Social Welfare have gone to Jeffer- 
son City to plead their case. 

These spokesmen ask that the proposed relief 
appropriation of $3,000,000 be increased to an amount 
commensurate with the need,. They show that the 
sum proposed would provide only 4% cents a 
meal which, in the words of the Rev. Charles C. 
Wilson of Kirksville, “means slow starvation, ill 
health and death for many people of our State.” 

They show that the proposal of the House Ap- 


to $3,250,000 would leave it still inadequate. As 
Chairman Nardin of the State Social Security Com- 
mission testified, with the cost of liying sharply 
higher, an increase to $3,952,000 would do no more 
than maintain the present “barest existence” stand- 
ard of living. 

Would anyone say that $30 a month for a family 
of two unemployable adults and a child was excessive 
in a time like this? Obviously not, Yet the sum 
being talked about in the House committee is 
hardly more than half the amount which would 
be required for a $30 figure. 

The Democratic Legislature which preceded this 
one‘decided that there were more votes in pension 
payments than in direct relief. Is the new Repub- 
lican House to follow the same line? What it does 
with this appropriation will tell. 

The welfare of some 22,500 all but helpless Mis- 
sourians is in the balance. Indeed, it is not too 
much to say that so are the lives of some of them. 
The Legislature and Gov. Donnell have the gravest 
responsibility. Now is the time for them to display 
both simple humanity and statesmanship by in- 
creasing the appropriation for direct relief. 
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RELIEF FOR CERTAIN LANDLORDS. 

Some of our letter-writers have been complaining 
that, as landlords, they have been subjected to unfair 
hardship by the OPA rent-freezing regulations. 
Specifically, they assert that the rentals which they 
were charging before March 1, 1942, were conditioned 
on the fact that tenants agreed to pay for repairs, 
redecoration and the like. Now, these writers say, 
they find it necessary to assume these expenses them- 
selves.. 

Where this is the case, a measure of relief may 
be obtained by ‘applying to the St. Louis Defense 
Rental Area Office in the Paul Brown Building or 
to similar offices in the landlords’ particular area, 
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SUPPORT FOR THE REVENUE CONSOLIDATION BILLS. 

Before the Missouri House yesterday perfected 30 
of 33 of the Governor’s revenue agency consolidation 
bills, Representative Curtis J. Tindel of Texas 
County set the keynote for this welcome develop- 
ment by saying: “The eyes of Missouri are on the 
House today, to observe whether we are legislators 
or politicians.” 

The same keynote prevailed in the party caucus 
the night before, attended by 70 of the 95 Repub- 
lican House members, at which it was unanimously 
agreed to support Mr. Donnell’s program. In reach- 
ing that decision, the members present decided to 
be legislators rather than politicians. Their action, 
nevertheless, had a wholesome political side, for the 
independent voters are quick to observe whether a 
party in power fulfills its campaign pledges or side- 
steps them. 

The move for consolidation of the State’s scat- 
tered tax-collecting agencies is a governmental re- 
form of the first order. The Republican House 
majority meets public expectations in taking up its 
adoption as the next order of business. The Repub- 
licans have half the votes in the Senate, and it is 
surely not too much to expect that one or more 
Democrats will join them in enacting a program 
of such great benefit to the State. 

Exactly the same arguments can be applied to 
Gov. Donnell’s merit system bill, which the Re- 
publicans are still permitting to slumber in com- 
mittee. They can round out the good work they 
started in going to work for the reorganization bills 
by making a similar fight for an adoption of the 
merit system. If both these long-needed measures 
are passed by the Legislature, it will have two 
brilliant achievements to its credit. 
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WHY THIS DISCRIMINATION? 

Last January, when the War Department placed 
restrictions on the mailing of packages to soldiers 
in overseas service in order to save shipping space, 
it was indicated that the Navy would follow suit. 
This was never done, so now an od@ situation has 
developed. Relatives and friends of the men in 
the Navy, Coast Guard and Marine Corps are per- 
mitted to send them gifts, but no package can be 
sent to an Army man on foreign service without 
the approval of his commanding officer. The rule 
for soldiers has recently been modified to permit 
the sending of packages weighing not more than 
eight ounces, if sent by first-class mail, without 
getting such permission, but the limit for the other 
services is five pounds by parcel post, and no formal 
order is required. 

The Postoffice Department explains that the 
Navy, Coast Guard and Marine Corps handle their 
own mail and get space for it on ships. It seems 
strange that similar arrangements cannot be made 
for the Army. Some 2,100,000 of our soldiers are 
now on foreign soil. Getting munitions and sup- 
plies to them is the first job, of course, but they 
would surely appreciate receiving a remembrance

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PASSAGE OF ST. LOUIS POLICE BILL. 

One of the praiseworthy acts of the present Legis- 
lature is its correction of a long-standing injustice 
to the policemen of St. Louis. Yesterday the Senate 
without opposition passed the St. Louis police vaca- 
tion bill and, while it must go back to the House 
for concurrence in certain technical corrections, its 
final passage is expected early next week. 

Last Dec, 6, the Post-Dispatch editorially called 
attention to conditions under which policemen work. 
They get only two days off a month—only 24 in an 
entire year. They get no vacations. They are often 
compelled to appear in court as witnesses on their 


sleep. Even in their free time, they cannot leave 
the city without permission. They are subject to 
report for extra duty without extra pay in connec- 
tion with New Year’s eve, the Veiled Prophet pa- 
rade, Hallowe’en and other special occasions. In 
periods of crime waves, they are expected to work 
almost unlimited hours. 

It was necessary only to direct attention to these 
conditions to produce a quick reaction. Numerous 
citizens and civic bodies lent their support to an 
improvement in police working conditions, while 
members of the Legislature, with the support of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment and the 
Board of Police Commissioners, went to work on 
the bill that has now been approved by both houses 
of the Legislature. Even the Governmental Re- 
search Institute and the Real Estate Exchange, 
which opposed the bill in one of its phases, favored 
its major purpose. : 

Under the terms of the measure, St. Louis police- 
men will henceforth receive two weeks’ vacation 
with pay, in addition to their present 24 recreation 
days, and the Board of Police Commissioners will be 
authorized to grant an additional 12 recreation days 
with pay, a total of 50 days off a year. This is 
generally in line with the custom in other large 
cities. To compensate for the liberalized policy, 
the board is authorized to add 70 men to the force. 
While this will entail added expense, the board has 
effected certain economies, so there will be no over- 
all increase in the expense of the department. 

We believe the measure will pay dividends in 
improving the morale and efficiency of the force by 
its correction of an unwholesome condition which 
had created much justified dissatisfaction among 
the rank and file. Under the new system, St. Louis 
police will now have a fair opportunity to become 
acquainted with their families. 
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PROGRESS OF CIVIL CODE REFORM. 

Obtaining justice in Missouri’s courts has long 
been handicapped by the technicalities, loopholes 
and general complexities in which the present civil 
code of procedure abounds. After many years of 
lost motion, long-drawn trials and excessive costs, 
there is at last a chance for reform, since the Senate 
Committee on Judiciary has reported out the Dill 
for simplification of civil procedure. 

This is the greatest advance ever made toward 
this reform, but a stubborn fight is undoubtedly 
still ahead. The committee’s indorsement was made 
over the objection of its chairman, the resourceful 
Senator M. E. Casey of Kansas City. Other influ- 
ential members are also opposed. This is a bill 
worth fighting for, however. Every citizen who has 
ever encountered the law’s delays will understand 
the importance of pushing the reform. The Senate 
now has a chance to give Missouri the modernized 
and efficient civil code that has long been needed. 
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CONGRESSMAN DEWEY’S WISE AMENDMENT. 

One sound change in the legislation to extend 
the Hull reciprocal trade pacts was made by the 
House Ways and Means Committee before it ap- 
proved the program by a vote of 14 to 11. This 
was the amendment by Representative Dewey, IIli- 
nois Republican, to include as a reason for suspen- 
sion of trade with another nation evidence that the 
country was dealing with international cartels. 

The cartel is an international monopoly. It occu- 
pies in world trade the place of the trust in domestic 
commerce, Those who run a cartel use the control 
of the exchange of goods to benefit themselves at 
the expense of consumers, Nothing could be more 
destructive than such operations to the basic idea 
of reciprocal trade on which the Hull agreements 
are founded, ‘ 

The Illinois Congressman shows himself a useful 
new member of the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee by sponsoring this change, which might well 
have been proposed by the administration. That it 
impressed the administration favorably is indicated 
by the fact that it was adopted, whereas other Re- 
publican-proposed changes failed. 

Realism requires that .Congress watch the cartel 
system day in and day out. The Dewey amendment 
is not an end result. On the contrary, it is only 
the first step in coming to grips with what is likely 
to be one of the toughest problems of the postwar 
world. But it is a first step well worth public 
attention and appreciation. 
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ON YOUR TOES, MEN! 

We hope it is not unkind to say so, but Col. Knox 
has not been altogether infallible during this war 
and, when he says the possibility of air raids on 
American cities is remote, it is time for the air raid 
wardens and other guardians of civilian defense to 
he on their toes. 


TOO MANY ACCIDENTS. 

Since Pearl Harbor, 12,123 soldiers and sailors 
lost their lives. In the same period, 64,500 American 
workers were killed in accidents. No less than 
6,000,000 were injured. 

The more ardent safety campaigners sometimes 
seem to give the impression that workmen court 
accidents, That, of course, is silly, yet it is quite 
possible for a man to become negligent. After he 
works around a dangerous machine for a time, his 
caution loses its keen edge. He begins to take 
chances—more and more of them until something 
happens. 

It is trite to say that neither the individual nor 
the nation can afford accidents—now or at any other 
time. But it may not be amiss to underline, once 
more, the necessity for safety devices in connection 
with all hazardous machines, and for a healthy 
respect, on the part of the worker, for the risks of 
his job.

NLESS Congress repudiates the recent 
U action of the House Appropriations Com- 

mittee, the vote of that body to scuttle 
the Farm Security Administration will con- 
stitute a blow to the Food for Victory pro- 
gram from which the nation will not soon 
recover. : 


Ignoring official warnings of critical food 
shortages in the months ahead, the high- 
riding bloc of congressional Tories has de- 
creed the destruction of the one Govern- 
ment agency which is dedicated to rehabili- 
tating the small farmers and giving them 
a greater stake and a greater responsibility 
in the Food for Victory program, 


Recent studies by the Department of Ag- 
riculture have disclosed that small farms re- 
ceiving assistance from the Farm Security 
Administration have contributed a phenom- 
enal proportion of the increased production 
of vitally needed war crops, 


Figures released last week, for instance, 
showed that while farmers as a whole in 
Michigan, Minnesota and Wisconsin were 
increasing their 1942 milk production by 4 
per cent, the 26,042 small-farm operators in 
the FSA program accounted for 21 per cent 
of that increase, 


Many Gains in Production. 


Representing only 5 per cent of the 571,- 
675 farm operators in the three states, the 
FSA group of farmers not only contributed 
greatly to the increased milk production, 
but were able to report a 34 per cent in- 
crease in pork production, 40 per cent in- 
crease in egg output and 43 per cent in- 
crease in beef, 


The experience in these three important 
farm states can be multiplied around the 
country, where 435,000 farm families have 
translated the help and co-operation of the 
FSA into food production increases which 
greatly exceed the national average. 


And yet, in the face of this kind of per- 
formance and the proved value of the FSA 
to the needy farmers of the nation, a power- 
ful group in Congress, egged on by lobbyists 
who speak for the large farm and planting 
interests, has marked the FSA for early 
destruction. )

Lacking the courage to risk a fight in the 
open, the alliance of Tory Democrats and 
Republicans has voted to transfer FSA 
functions to the Farm Credit Administra- 
tion—an agency which works with the big 
farmers, makes banker-type loans and has 
shown a marked hostility to FSA, It 
would be far more honest for the committee 
to announce the destruction of FSA and 
everything it stands for than to resort to 
the cowardly device of handing it over to 
the FCA for slow strangulation.

The National Farmers’ Union, “certainly 
one of the most enlightened of the farm or- 
ganizations, is waging a great battle to 
preserve the FSA—in sharp contrast to the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, whose 
Edward A. O'Neal is a sworn foe of the 
agency. Working with the Farmers’ Union 
in its uphill fight are the Y. W. C. A., the 
National Conference of Catholic Churches, 
the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ, the Catholic Rural Life Conference, 
the CIO, the AFL and the Railroad Brother- 
hoods. 


Despite backing from these and other 
organizations, the future of the FSA is any- 
thing but bright. Here is the showdown on 
the home front—the test of Tory strength 
in the drive to destroy what little remains 
of the moderate social and economic gains 
of the past decade. 


Unfortunately, there is no indication that 
the administration is ready to fight. Neither 
the President nor the top officials of the 
Department of Agriculture have indicated 
they are prepared to fight against throwing 
the FSA to the wolves. On the contrary, 
more appeasement of Tory interests appears 
to be the order of the day. 


Congress, it appears, is the only hope. 
How slim that hope is can be judged by 
how popular the present Congres is becom- 
ing with many of the anti-progressive pub- 
lications and organizations in the country. 
Congress can go far toward retrieving its 
lost position as champion of the common 
man by stopping the arrogant Tory bloc in 
its tracks on the FSA issue. 


Vagaries of Censorship

HE present vagaries of the American 

censorship were strikingly illustrated on 
our first page the other day. In Column 3, 
Donald Nelson announced that airplane pro- 
duction in the country will probably reach 
7000 this month, In Column 4, the Truman 
committee of the Senate complained of the 
Government's “hush-hush policy” regarding 
merchant shipping losses. 


In the first case, we are giving our ene 
mies information which they must be glad 
to have, since they have no independent 
access to it. In the second case, we are 
withholding from the American public in- 
formation which our enemies already pos- 
sess in large measure. 

What is the theory or principle that jus 
tifies publication of a monthly figure of 
airplane producing and suppression of a 
monthly figure of shipping losses? 

It is pertinent to note, incidentally, that 
if airplane production has now reached the 
spectacular figure of 7000 a month it is for 
one important reason; because, from the 


very beginning of the war, public opinion 
in this country has brought steady pressure 
to bear to make sure that air power was 
given its proper role. 


But in the case of the submarine menace, 
no similar pressure has been brought to 
bear in behalf of a soiution of the problem, 
because a strict censorhsip of our losses has 
kept public opinion in the dark concerning 
the gravity of this threat to our success. 

We have long believed that, since the 
Axis already knows pretty well how many 
ships it has sunk, a full statement of Al- 
lied losses would help our own side more 
than it would help the enemy. But if the 
objections of our Navy Department and of 
the British Admiralty to such a policy of 
frankness prevent its adoption, then at least 
it should be possible to devise some means 
of public information—such as a monthly 
percentage of cargoes safely delivered in 
terms of those shipped—which will at last 
bring home to the American people the 
critical importance of the sea war,

Two Boys in a Missouri Town. 


“Past the End of the Pavement,” by Charles G. Fine 
acy. (Henry Holt & Co., New York.) 
PPARENTLY it is much easier to write 
books for boys than books about them. 
A “Tom Sawyer” or a “Pénrod” comes along 
hardly once in a generation. “Past the End 
of the Pavement” is not quite one of those 
classics, but it certainly could be a very sub- 
stantial section of one of them, Its limita- 
tion is that it confines itself to one activity, 
so call it a “specialized” classic, 

It is the story of how two boys in a Mis- 
sourl town—Willie and Tom Farrier, aged 
10 and 8, respectively, in the first chapter 
—go out beyond the end of the pavement 
each vacation season in quest of new pets, 
and of the impact of those pets on their 
neighborhood, . 

One summer the attraction is water 
beetles—these and the lecherous muscovy 
drake were only technically from beyond 
the end of the pavement. The frogs and 
the turtles, the owls and the rest of them 
really were explorers’ trove, But whatever 
the source and whatever the species, the re- 
sults were always such as seem reasonable 
and interesting only to boys and very un- 
derstanding and energetic mothers, | 

Fortunate readers who some years ago 
came upon Mr. Finney’s “The Circus of Dr. 
Lao” know that he looks upon the world 
as anything but prosaic. If less fantastic, 
this new book of his is the more appealing. 
He knows the ways of boys. And, beyond 
all question, he knows the ways of unin- 
hibited and undomesticated fauna. And out 
of this knowledge he has written a little 
gem.

A Negro’s Fine First Novel. 
“The White Face,” by Carl Ruthaven Offerd. (Robert 

M. McBride & Co., New York.) 

ERE is a first novel which merits more 

than passing notice. What Steinbeck did 
for the Okies Offord does for the Negroes. 
Fugitives from the peonage of a Georgia 
plantation, Chris, Nella and “Baby Love,” 
make their way to New York, to the Har- 
lem they had heard of as Utopia for their 
race, only to find in the industrial North 
a lot more bitter than they had left. 

On this framework of the personal pre- 
dicament of one small family, the author 
has overlaid the social problem posed when 
racial prejudice establishes a breeding 
ground for subversive movements, here, spe- 
cifically, the Fascist and Japanese prewar 
effort at cultivation of the Negro.

MR. HULL’S START 


ECRETARY HULL has persuaded the administration leaders in 


Congress to take the position 


that congressional action on the 


Trade Agreements Act should be made the test case of American 


foreign policy in the postwar world. 
pelling reasons for the extension of the act. 


There are excellent and com- 
But the effort to inflate 


its importance to a point where the fate of the world hangs upon 
whether Congress may pass on Mr. Hull’s agreements is, surely, a 


grave error. 

For it is not true that the vote 
on the amendment proposed by 
Senator McNary is or can be made 
the test of our general policy. To 
say that it is the test, to ask the 
rest of the world to regard it as 
the test, is to make much too 
much out of comparatively little 
and to have lost our sense of pro- 
portion. It is to make the ques- 
tion whether Congress shall have 
a chance to pass on. tariff sched- 
ules the crucia] question of our 
own future and of the world’s 
peace. This is not the crucial 
question, and no good can come 
of prefending that it is. 


Far-Reaching Issue. 

HE imprudence of posing the 

biggest issues on a test of this 
small issue is evident when we 
remember that if Congress extends 
this act unamended for two or 
three years, no Congressman is 
thereby committed to vote favora- 
bly on any treaty or any other 
measure which may come before 
him. But if Congress amends the 
act—say by providing, as Senator 
McNary asks, that Congress may 
within 60 days by -:najority vote 
in bot* houses disapprove an 
agreement—if Mfr. Hull is “de- 
feated” on this’ question, then Mr. 
Hull will spend the rest of the 
war explaining to this country and 
to foreign governments that Con- 
gress did not really repudiate him 
and that he still has the power to 
negotiate. Mr. Hull has, in fact, 
asked for a vote of confidence on 
a question where he cannot win, 
in the sense that he has made sure 
of the future support of Congress, 
and where he may suffer a dis- 
astrous defeat. 
' Moreover, by identifying the fu- 
ture of American foreign policy’ 
with the very subordinate question 
of the power of the Executive to 
alter tariff schedules, Mr. Hull is 
making it excessively difficult for 
himself to conduct our foreign re- 
lations. Why should the great 
question of American security be 
identified with the notion that 
Congress shall have no voice in 
making international trade agree- 
ments? Why should Congressmen 
be told that they must decide the 
issues of peace and war on wheth- 
er they have a say or do not have 
a say about the price of cattle, 
wool and peanuts? 

What sense is there in in- 
eugurating the great decisions on 
the American future by saying to 
Congress: by your vote on whether 
the Executive alone may alter tar- 
iff schedules, you are committing 
yourselves on whether the United 
Nations are to remain united and 
‘re to organize the peace of the 
world: and weshalltell the world 
that if you insist on having some- 
thing to say about tariff schedules, 
then America will not take part in 
safeguarding its. own vital inter- 
ests by organizing the peace. 

. . . 

Excludes Congress. 

HERE are, I believe, practical 

reasons why reciprocal trade 
agreements are best made by Ex- 
ecutive action, though in principle 
the ight of Congress to pass upon 
them can hardly be disputed, and 
ought not to be denied. But these 
reasons are peculiar to the tariff. 
In Congress the making of tariffs 
has almost always been a local 
issue affected by pressure groups, 
and therefore never planned and 
carried out in the general national 
interest. But this very special rea- 
son, which alone could justify Mr. 
Hull’s position on the trade agree- 
ments, disappears when we come 
to the larger agreements for se- 
curity and reconstruction. These 
will require continuing Cvongres- 
sional majorities to sustain them 
year after year. Cur foreign policy 
will require authorizations, appro- 


priations, and legislation to make 
it effective: it cannot possibly be 
settled by one grand debate and 
one dramatic vote. 

It is a false start, therefore, to 
inaugurate our postwar foreign 
policy by a measure which, instead 
of including Congress in the com- 
plex operation, excludes it. It is 
probably desirable that Congress 
should not fuss too much with the 
trade agreements. But Congress 
will have to participate in the 
much more important igreements 
that are to come, and, therefore, 
the present procedure for trade 
agreements is not, and shoulc not 
be treated as, the precedent for 
the future. 

Senator McNary’s proposal is in 
fact a much better precedent for 
the future. It gives the Executive 
the initiative unless majorities in 
both Houses disapprove within a 
specified time. This is a liberal 
and flexible procedure, admirably 
suited to the real problems which 
lie ahead. For it enables and in- 
duces Congress to participate con- 
tinually in the formation of for- 
eign poli.y. And unless. Congress 
does participate, unless there are 
developed dependable Congression- 
al majorities to support American 
foreign policy, we shall not be 
able to have a foreign policy. 


Error for Hull. 

NCE we take this view, we 

shall see, I think, that the 
basic issue is not whether Congress 
or the Executive shall decide for- 
eign policy. Mr. Hull has made a 
serious mistake in posing this 
issue. The basic issue is whether 
foreign policy shall be formed and 
sustained by the President and a 
,majority in both Houses of Con- 
gress, as Senator McNary proposes, 
or whether one-third of the mem- 
bership of one House shall have 
the veto over the will of the 
majority. 

The veto power of one-third of 
the Senate is the real obstacle to 
the conduct of American foreign 
relations. Under this power a 
Senator who is against a treaty 
has two votes, whereas a Senator 
who votes yes has only one vote. 
No Representative has any vote. 
Thirty-three Senators, therefore, 
count more than 63 Senators and 
435 Representatives. Thus, as Alex- 
ander Hamilton put it, “a per- 
tinacious minority can control the 
opinion of a majority....and... 
the sense of the smaller number 
will overrule that of the greater.” 


. . 7 > 
Majority Should Rule. 

T IS here, and not over the Ex- 

ecutive’s sole power to make 
trade agreements, that the issue 
will have to be joined. That is 
where it will be joined if the State 
Department is making proper prep- 
arations for the coming peace. The 
issue will be joined by following 
the well established American pre- 
cedent of negotiating agreements 
which come before Congress in a 
form where they require the ap- 
proval of majorities in both houses, 
or come into effect unless disap- 
proved by majorities in both 
houses. 

Few, if any, of the agreements 
will, we may hope, come before 
Congress in the antiquated form 
of treaties which are subject to 
the veto of one-third of one house. 

The method of majority rule 
rather than minority veto has 
an ample, ancient, constitutional 
foundation, It will, no doubt, be 
attacked by a few Senators as an 
infringement or their special, pe- 
cullar, prerogatives. But the issue 
will not be seriously in doubt if 
the people and if Congress as a 
whole are asked to choose between 
the prerogatives of a mfhority and 


the rights of the majority to rule.

Recently there have been signs 
pointing to the possibility that 
Russia was planning to set up in 
Moscow a rival Polish Govern- 
ment-in-Exile, one that would be 
more complacent to Russia’s terri- 
torial ambitions that the Govern- 
ment in London. 


If that is the Russian game 't is 
not hard to understand why the 
Kremlin suddenly seized upon the 
Polish Government’s contretemps 
in the matter of the alleged mur- 
dered Polish officers, to accuse 
that Government of working hand- 
in-glove with the Nazis, an obvi- 
ously disingenuous charge, and to 
“sever” or at least “suspend” re- 
lations with it. 

For by this move Russia may 
hope to accomplish one of two 
things—either the setting up in 
London of a Polish Government 
completely friendly to Russia and 
prepared to appease her on terri- 
torial issues or the creation ‘of a 
reactionary Polish Government 
that would give Moscow an ex- 
cuse to bring forward the rival 
regime it™is in process of setting 
up. 

Yet just as the winning of the 
war is a mutual venture the peace, 
too, must be co-operatively 
achieved. That point must be 
brought home to the Polish Gov- 
ernment by its Allies. We can af- 
ford to do no less at Moscow.

Gov. Donnell, evidently irked by 
the obvioug intention of a major- 
ity of the House Committee on 
Judiciary to prevent legislative! ; 
consideration of his recommenda- 
tion for creation of a merit sys- 
tem in the State Government, per- 
sonally will take his fight to the 
floor of the Legislature next week. 

He announced at his press con- 
ference late yesterday afternoon 


that he would request that the 
Legislature be convened in joint 
session on a day next week to suit 
its convenience to hear him. 

He did not disclose just what 
he intends to say in his speech, 
but he told newspaper men that he 
desired to “impress on the mem- 
bers of the Legislature the impor- 
tance of the merit system bill and 
the bills to consolidate tax assess- 
ment and collection agencies of 
the State.” 


Irritated by Legislature. 

In several recent speeches be- 
fore business and civic organiza- 
tions, the Governor has indicated 
a growing irritation over legisla- 
tive lethargy in handling his pro- 
gram for a substitution of busi- 
mess methods for  spoils-system 
methods in the conduct of. public 
affairs of the State. In each suc- 
ceeding speech he has become 
more forceful. 

The tax agency consolidation 
program finally got under full 
swing in the House yesterday, 
more than two months after the 
bills were introduced, and the in- 
dications are that, under pressure 
from Speaker Elliott and Floor 
Leader Kitt, they will now be 
speedily passed in the House. 

The merit bill, however, is still 
being held in the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, where it has been pending 
since Feb. 8 It is general knowl- 
edge that the committee intends to 
smother the bill. 

In a speech today at a lunch- 
eon meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce in St. Joseph, the Gov- 
ernor expressed his dissatisfaction 
with the failure of the merit bill 
to make progress in the House, in- 
sisted that the committee has had 
ample time to consider it fully, and 
asserted that it was the duty of 
the committee to report the bill to 
the House. 

He referred to a second merit 
bill, introduced by Representative 
Armstrong after he had become 
convinced that no action could be 
expected on the original bill as a 
“half-way” measure. Armstrong 
introduced the Governor’s original 
bill, which covers nearly all State 
departments. The second bill is 
of very limited application. 

Wants Bill Reported Now. 

“The legislative session will soon 
enter its fifth month,” the Gover- 
nor said in his St. Joseph speech. 
“Inasmuch as the merit bill was 
referred to the committee Feb. 8, 
ample time has elapsed for full 
and careful consideration of its 
contents by the committee, There 
is no reason why the bill should 
not now be reported out. 

“It should now be promptly 
brought forth upon the floor of the 
House so that it will not become 
submerged in the mass of* busi- 
mess of the concluding weeks of 
the session, and thereby fai] ~-to 
receive the consideration and 
study it deserves at the hands of 
all the members of the Legislature. 

“A grave responsibility with re- 
spect to the bill rests upon the 
Judiciary Committee. The com- 
mittee consists of 34 members. The 
effect of the bill not being re- 
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ported by the committee of 34 |

House Bill No. 154 (the merit bill) 
should be reported out by the com- 
mittee, and that action should be 
taken at once.”

During the Tunisian fighting the 
troopers—the Germans call them 
“red devils”—captured a total of 
1800 prisoners, of which at least 
1000 were Germans. In addition, 
they accounted for 600 known 
dead, while the unconfirmed cas- 
ualties inflicted on Axis troops 
must have been many times that 
number. 

Trained in England in the same 
area with United States soldiers 
‘under the Royal Air Force, the 
|parachute troops arrived in Al- 
geria with the first elements of 
the invasion force and in quick 
succession units of the brigade 
jumped at Bone air field, Souk-el- 
Arba air field and Depienne, near 
Pont-du-Fahs. The story of thé 
escape of the last unit when 
ground forces failed to keep pace 
is one of the war’s epics. 

With the joyous welcome of the 
French civilians ringing in their 
ears, the troopers who dropped on 
Souk-el-Arba moved rapidly to oc- 
cupy Beja and then went on to- 
ward Mateur, making the first Al- 
lied contact with the Germans 
near Sidi N’sir on the Bits ioe 
road on Nov. 18. 


Ambushed Nazis. 


The first Tunisian battle hap- 
pened like this: 

Moving at night, the parachute 
troop column pushed up the road 
toward Mateiur, through a mine 
field and hid carefully in the Sidi 
N’sir neighborhood before dawn.

As the column lay in hiding, a 
German armored reconnaissance 


unit consisting of three large ar- | 
mored cars and three smaller ones | 


passed and headed toward Beja. 
“We knew if they went down 
they would have to come back, so 
we let them pass and prepared for 
their return,” an officer related. 
Using only the small arms they 
carried, the parachute’ troops 
wiped out the Nazi column, One 


car was captured and the others, 


were destroyed.’ Six of the Ger- 
mans were taken prisoner and the 
rest were killed. 


Escape From Trap. 

Like the other units, the bat- 
talion assigned to drop on Depi- 
enne then proceeded to the Oud- 
na air field and carried out the 
operation successfully. They cap- 
tured the air field which held no 
German aircraft at the time, but 
the Nazis moved swiftly, sending 
an armored column to surround 
them. 

When it became evident Allied 
ground troops would not be able 
to reach them, the battalion broke 
through the Nazi armored ring and 
set out across the hills toward 
British positions at Medjez-el-Bab. 

From Nov. 27. to Dec. 2 they 
marched up and down the hills, 
moving at night, hiding by day 
and continually dodging Ggrman 
attempts to cut them off. In all 
they marched 90 miles and fought 
four battles with Nazi armor be- 
fore they reached friendly terri- 
tory. 

Djebel Mansour Battle. 

Reunited as a full brigade, the 
parachute troops held the line in 
the north during part of Decem- 
ber and then moved south to 
launch an attack on Djebel Man- 
sour, important hill on the eastern 
end of the Grand Dorsal. 

Against the heavily-fortified hill 
the troopers carried out their most 
successful night attack, capturing 
150 and burying at least 300 dead 
Germans. The Nazis put in a 
heavy counterattack, however, and 
the parachute troops and a guards 
unit which had reinforced them 
were forced to retire. 

The troops next were thrown in- 
to the fighting near Sedjenane 
after the Germans already had be- 
gun an offensive. They fell back 
to Djebel Abiod, but immediately 
began preparations for a counter- 
offensive which regained all the 
territory. In this last Tunisian 
battle of the parachute trgops they 
captured all of their objectives and 
moved so swiftly they also were 
able to occupy the objectives as- 
signed to troops on their right 
flank. 

Among the 800 prisoners cap- 
tured in this engagement was an 
Italian battalion commander who 
appeared with all his baggage. 

“He very ceremoniously present- 
ed sword to our battalion comma, 
der,” a parachute troop brigadier 
recalled. “But he just as cere- 
moniously returned it to him and 
the Italian officer went off to the 
prison camp complete with sword, 
baggage, batman and pet dog.”

Men and women are needed for 
training as mechanic learners and 
junior repairmen, the United 
States Civil Service, Federal Build- 
ing, announced today. Two years 
of high scshool education are re- 
quired for mechanic learners and 
a full high school education for 
junior repairman trainees. Mén 
and women between the ages of 
18 and 40 are eligible, provided 
they are not immediately subject 
to the draft and are not engaged 
in war work.

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LAHEY 1S DENIED 
RIGHT TO PRESENT 
MINORITY REPORT 


Speaker, Admitting Ac- 
tion Is Arbitrary, Bars 
Criticism of Small Loan 
Inquiry.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 29.— 
Representative Raymond J. Lahey 
of St. Louis today was refused the 
right to present to the House a 
“minority” report of the investiga- 
tion of the business methods of 
small-loan companies, in which he 
severely criticised the four other 

members of the committee. 

Speaker Howard Elliott, saying 
that he admitted that he was tak- 
ing “arbitrary” action, ruled a res- 
olution to which the report was 
appended out of order on the 
ground that the committee report 
had not yet been submitted to the 
House, and that Lahey’s resolution 
and report was an attempt to em- 
barrass the Spéaker and the mem- 
bers of the House. 

Lahey, in an initial resolution, 
asked that his report be accepted 
by the House, and, when that was 
ruled out of order, presented a 
second with a request that it be 
printed in the record and referred 
to the Banking Committee, which 
is considering the small loan bills. 

Exchange With Kitt. 

The discussion resulted in a 
sharp passage of words between 
Lahey and Majority Leader Ran- 
dall R. Kitt, in which Lahey con- 
tended that, under all House prec- 
edents, he should have been chair- 
man of the investigating commit- 
tee, but, “instead, had been boot- 
ed off the committee when he at- 
tempted to get a real investiga- 
tion.” Kitt countered with the 
statement that Lahey had been re- 
moved from the committee “be- 
cause he slandered and libeled 
some of the most honorable mem- 
bers of the House.” 

The refusal to permit the intro- 
duction of the resolution and re- 
port was unprecedented in the 
House, in which, presumably, any 
member has the right to introduce 
any resolution he desires. It was 
but another in a long list of de- 
feats of Lahey since he began his 
efforts three months ago to ob- 
tain a thorough investigation of 
the small loan companies and 
their legislative lobby. 

Charged “Hamstringing.” 

Lahey, instigator of the investi- 
gation, was removed from the com- 
mittee after he had complained of 
the manner in which his associates 
were conducting the inquiry. 

His report accused the four other 
members of the committee of 
“hamstringing” and “obstructing” 
his efforts to investigate the small- 
loan lobby. 

“The attitude of my committee 
fellows,” he set out, “was one of 
disinterest and calloused uncon- 
cern, not only on this lobby sub- 
ject, but also as to deep surgery of 
the small-loan business and its in- 
tricacies. 

-“The public interest and the wel- 
fare of 217,000 Missouri borrowers 
has been neglected and a real dis- 
service rendered the state. I im- 
plore, even now, that this subject 
be explored with earnestness, en- 
ergy and thoroughness, and not in 
a ‘whitewash’ manner, as was char- 
acteristic of similar Missouri in- 
vestigations. 

Tells of Protest. 

“Knowing the committee was 
being exploited by interests hostile 
to my bill to reduce rates; know- 
ing that it was giving undue time 
to matters such as the admitted 
defects in the Loan and Invest- 
ment Act (defects for which the 
small-loan people were respon- 
sible), and was, in effect, wasting 
limited state appropriations in a 
grand ‘propaganda show’ managed 
by the small-loan proponents, I 
found it my duty to protest to the 
committee. 

“I was unceremoniously ‘booted’ 
off the committee for performing 
my public duty as I perceived it. 
It appeared to me that the public 
interest, which I strived to serve, 
also was ‘booted.’ 

“What influenced the committee 
members to adopt an attitude so 
hostile and indifferent to the plight 
of the common man is unknown 
to me, but whatever is the case, 
they missed a real opportunity for 
public service.” 

In his report, Lahey expressed 
the opinion that the evidence taken 
in the inquiry showed that the 
small-loan interest rate of 2% per 
cent a month on loans in excess of 
$100 and 3 per cent a month on 
joans of less than $100 was far too 
high and should be reduced by the 
Legislature to not more than one- 
half of those rates. 

He supported this contention 
with references to the testimony 
showing excessive rates of interest 
paid by some companies for bor- 
rowed money for operating capital. 
Money lent at the high rates, he 
said, was borrowed by some com- 
panies at from 1% to 2 per cent 
per annum. 

Criticises Salaries. 

He complained of the salaries 
paid officers of small-loan com- 
panies, asserting that salaries, 
bonuses and earnings of executives 
commonly — nge from $75,000 to 
$150,000 a 

“It is my opinion,” he said, “that 
such earnings, supported out of 
interest rates levies on the poor 
and needy, should be condemned, 
and that these high interest rates 
should not legally be maintained 
to provide such lucrative earnings 
for a few individuals. I do not 
hesitate to say that such earnings 
are made from ‘blood money.’”

Mrs. Ollie Edith Ellis Sheets, 
who doesn’t have to work for her 
living, is spending 54 hours a week 
at a grinding machine in the Em- 


erson Electric Manufacturing Co. 
gun turrent plant and has pledged 
her entire wages to buy war bonds, 
because she believes she can “take 
a double crack at the Axis.” 

Mrs. Sheets, wife of Dr. M. E. 
Sheets, 961 South Skinker boule- 
vard, told a reporter that she 
felt she wasn’t doing enough for 
the war effort by staying at home 
and decided while reading the 
want ads in the Post-Dispatch one 
Sunday that she would apply for 
a job in the Emerson plant. 

“I thought that in this way I 


could give my work and also the 
money I made,” Mrs. Sheets said. 
“I started March 10 as a trainee 
and I already have two $100 bonds 
and have ented a third.” 

Mrs. Sheets, who still is classed 
as a trainee, earns 58 cents an 
hour, with time and a half for the 
hours a week over 40, making her 
weekly pay aggregate $31.60. She 
operates one of the improved gear- 
grinding machines, which grinds 
up to 40 gears to close toler- 
ances in a single operation. 

A plant officer said Mrs. Sheets 
had learned with unusual rapidity 
and that her work was consider- 
ably above average for speed, qual- 
ity and low percentage of rejected 
product. 


showed that losses on loans made 
by small-loan companies were less 
than 1 per cent, Lahey said: 

“It cannot be said that the risks 
of the business justify the high 
rates permitted. It has less risk 
element than any other type of 
business. It appears to be the 
soundest business in the world.” 

He recommended legislation for 
strict regulation of the companies, 
pointing out that under the present 
law the State Finance Commis- 
sioned has no power of regulation, 
being limited to ascertening that 
the companies charged no more 
than the legal rate. 

Views on Loan Act. 

He referred only briefly to the 
investigation of the companies op- 
erating under the Loan and In- 
vestment Act. He said a bill in- 
troduced in the Senate by Senator 
Donnelly of Lebanon would cure 
defects in the loan and investment 
law, 

“While I tried to sail into the 
small-loan people,” Lahey said, 
“the committee was striving, with 
extravagant elaboration, to divert 
attention to the loopholes in the 
Loan and Investment Act, which 
loopholes can be used by un- 
scrupulous operators to extract 
fantastic rates of interest, and it 
is done. It is a subject the com- 
mittee need not have wasted an 
hour on to suggest corrective leg- 
islation.” 

The’ report contained criticism 
of the Russell Sage Foundation, 
which promoted the small-loan 
laws of most states; the Better 
Business Bureau, which has sup- 
ported the small-loan company in- 
terest rates, and committees of 
the Bar Association, which have 
co-operated with the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau on small-loan matters. 

The regular report of the com- 
mittee is in process of preparation 
and probably will be made to the 
House before the week end ad- 
journment. 


2 ILLINOIS COMMUNITIES 
QUARANTINED FOR RABIES 


The communities of Wood River 
and Chouteau in Madison County 
(Illinois) have been placed under 
quarantine restrictions as part of a 
move to halt the spread of rabies, 
which was assuming epidemic pro- 
portions in certain sections of the 
State, Dr. C. E. Fidler, State Vet- 
erinarian, said today. 

One case of rabies has occurred 
in Chouteau township thus far this 
year; there have been no cases in 
Wood River. 

Under the qarantine, all dogs 
must be restrained, that is kept 
muzzled or locked up, and stray 
dogs must be killed. Authorities 
estimate that approximately 35 
dogs have been killed in Wood 
River since the quarantine went 
into effect about a month ago. In 
Wood River, a city ordinance pro- 
vides that all dogs be inoculated 
against rabies at the time their 
owners purchase license tags for 
them. 

Parts of Jersey and Macoupin 
Counties also are affected by the 
quarantine.

Wade, tired both from the law’s 
delays and interrupted sleep, had 
told the Judge at noon he would 
not be back. Judge Kirkwood 
warned Wade a deputy sheriff 
would be sent for him if he did 
not appear, and that a $10 fine for 
contempt would be assessed. 

“You can send the Sheriff for 
me,” Wade replied. “I’m fed up 
with thig case.” 

When Wade was brought in, the 
fine was assessed, but Wade re- 
fused to pay it and he was com- 
mitted to the city jail until it was 
paid. He was released about 40 
minutes later, when Arthur E. 
Everard, his foreman at the Mines 
Equipment Co., paid the fine plus 
$5.55 costs out of his own pocket, 
explaining that he needed Wade 
on the job last night. 

Wade told reporters he had the 
money, but preferred to “rot in 


jail” rather than pay the fine. He 
added that he didn’t think much of 
a court system that couldn't settle 
a suit over a minor automobile 
accident in three years. 

The case grew out of a collision 
between a car driven by Mrs. 8S. 
R. Casey and a truck operated by 
Wade for W. H. Kruse, a florist, 
April 18, 1940. Mrs. Casey sued 
Kruse for $750 damages in Justice 
of the Peace James Burke’s court, 
where the case was continued five 
times, then transferred to Justice 
of the Peace Richard J. Fitzgib- 
bon’s court, where it was contin- 
ued another five times before Mrs. 
Casey got a verdict for $83. Kruse 
appealed to the Circuit Court, 
where the case was continued 
three times before going to trial.

WITHROLDING TAX 
NO EXTRA BURDEN, 
DQUGHTON SAYS 


House Committee Chair- 
man Gives Explanation 
to Clear Up ‘Misunder- 
standing.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP).— 
Chairman Doughton (Dem.), North 
Carolina, of the House Ways and 
Means Committee declared last 
night that the 20 per cent with- 
holding provision of pending pay- 
as-you-go tax bills “will not result 
in a single extra tax dollar being 
taken from the taxpayers’ pocket- 
book.” 

He issued his statement, he said, 
to clear up “considerable misunder- 
standing throughout the country” 
over the withholding provision, one 
which is common to both the pro- 
posed bill of the committee’s Dem- 
ocratic majority and various com- 
promises and substitutes. 

“The proposed 20 per cent with- 


holding is only a method of col- 
lecting currently all or a part of| 


the taxes imposed by the existing 
tax laws,” Doughton explained. 

“The 20 per cent withholding 
figure is not applied to the tax- 
payer's gross wages or galary. 
Three per cent of this 20 per cent 
would be withheld from each pay- 
ment of wages or salary which ex- 
ceeds the Victory tax exemption of 
$12 per week, or $624 a year, and 
would be applied on the Victory 
tax owed by the taxpayer. 

“The remaining 17 per cent is 
withheld on the amount of the tax- 
payers’ wages or salary which ex- 
ceeds his regular income tax per- 
sonal exemption and credit for de- 
pendents plus 10 per cent of his 
exemptions and credits to allow for 
average deductions, such as in- 
terest payments, charitable con- 
tributions, other taxes paid, etc. 
This 17 per cent would be applied 
on the individual income taxes 
owed by the taxpayer.” 

Doughton said that from some 
will be withheld more than is need- 
ed to pay their taxes and from 
others less. 

“Therefore, all salary and wage 
earners will be called upon to file 
a regular income tax return on 
March 15 of each year, just as they 
do now, reporting the actual 
amount of taxes owed by them on 
their previous year's incomes,” he 
continued. 

“The amount which has been 
withheld frdém their wages or sal- 
ary will be credited against the 
actual taxes owed. If.too much has 
been withheld the taxpayer can get 
a refund.” 


COMPENSATION PLAN ACTION 
AWAITS CITY SALARY RULING 


The Board of Aldermen's Legis- 
lation Committee has _ deferred 
hearings, and action on the new 
comprehensive compensation plan 
bill until Circuit Judge Charles B. 
Williams rules as to the power of 
the Civil Service Commission to fix 
salaries of classified city employes, 
Alderman Claude I. Bakewell, 
chairman of the committee, an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The comprehensive compensation 
plan, which was presented to the 
Board of Aldermen Monday and 
referred to the committee Tuesday, 
embodies a new scale of salaries 
for city employes devised by the 
Civil Service Commission. 

Bakewell said action on the 
measure necessarily would hinge 
on the outcome of the suit brought 
by the Civil Service Commission 
against city officials in an effort 
to have the court declare that the 
commission has the power to set 
salaries, and that the commission's 
recommendations to the Board of 
Aldermen are mandatory. The case 
has been heard, and a decision is 
expected within two weeks. 


M’KITTRICK RULES COUNTIES 
CAN BUY, OPERATE AIRPORTS 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 29 
(AP).—Attorney General Roy Mc- 
Kittrick ruled yesterday that the 
Marion County Court may appro- 
priate funds to purchase and oper- 
ate an airport’’—-so long as 't stays 
within the constitutional limitation 
on the size of the tax levy. The 
opinion was requested by Roger 
Hibbard, Marion County  prose- 
cutor,

JAPANESE BASE 
IN The GILBERTS 


Extensive Damage at Ta- 
rawa Island — Surface 
Units Bombard Attu, in 


Aleutians. 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP). 
—The Navy reported today that 
an army bomber force had struck 
heavily at Tarawa Island in the 
Gilbert Islands, one of Japan’s 
main advance outposts in the 
South Pacific, April 23. In the 
north Pacific an American naval 


force bombarded Japanese-occu- 
pied Attu Island, April 24. 

At Tarawa extensive damage 
to enemy installations was indi- 
cated, a communique said. Enemy 
fighter opposition and anti-air- 
craft fire were encountered, but 
all United States planes returned. 

Last Saturday morning, the com- 
‘'munique said, “Surface 
bombarded Japanese positions at 
Holtz Bay and at Chichagof Har- 
bor, Attu Island. Several fires 
were started by the bombardment. 
No enemy gun fire was encoun- 
tered. No further details have been 
reported. 

“On April 27, despite bad 
weather, Army Lightning (Lock- 
heed P-38) fighters carried out 
one attack against Japanese in- 
stallations at Kiska. Results were 
not observed. 

“On April 28th, Liberator (Con- 
solidated B-24) heavy bombers at- 
tacked Japanese installations at 
Kahili in the Shortland Island 
area and at Vila in the central 
Solomons. Results were  unob- 
served.” 

The air raid on Tarawa was re- 
garded here as particularly sig- 
nificant because of its relation to 
other recent events in that stra- 
tegic sector of the Pacific. 

Tarawa, a Pacific atoll which 
actually consists of a chain of 
long narrow islets on a triangular 
reef, is roughly in the center of 
the Gilbert Islands. The Gilbert 
group in turn lies on the south- 
east flank of Japan's Pacific is- 
land empire. Moreover, it lies 
athwart shortcut routes for 
American supply lines between 
agg and the southwest Paci- 
ic, |

have the effect both of denying 
them strategic advantages which

AUSTRALIA, April 29 (AP).—Two

tion of Dutch-manned Billy Mitch- 
ells, were bombed and machine- 
gunned until they were motionless,

Morobe. Four bombs were dropped 
in four runs over the harbor area 
during a two-hour period “without 
damage or casualties,” the com- 
munique said,

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POSTWAR BOOM 
I) UKELY, SAYS 
FEDERAL SURVEY 


Major Potentials Will Be 


Present Day Victory Is 
Won, Department of 
Commerce Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP). 
=—The Department of Commerce 
reported today that a potential 
era of “unparalleled prosperity” 
faces the United States as soon 
as the war ends. 

“The major potentials,” it said, 


“will be present the day after vic- 
tory is won—employment on an 
unprecedentedly high level, the 
greatest productive plant of all 
time, national income at a peak 
hardly dreamed of in prewar 
years, with a large volume of ac- 
cumulated savings, and an un- 
measured demand for goods de- 
nied to the consumer by the war's 
exactions.” 

The big probiem, the department 
asserted, is to prepare. now to so 
manage these factors as t~ trans- 
late potentials into realities, add- 
ing that this is “primarily a job 
for private enterprise, aided and 
supported by Government.” 

The report was based on a study 
of prospective markets after the 
war made by the department’s 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, a study designed to 
assist marketing analysts to “set 
their sights on a common goal 
of greater postwar opportunity 
for American business.” 


Larger Labor Force. 

The report estimated that by 
1946 there would be 10 million 
more persons in the labor force 
than there were in 1940 and that 


the national output will be 40 to 
50 per cent greater than in 1940. 

The department said a major 
postwar problem of industry would 
be to convert speedily and make 
peacetime goods available for the 
tremedous accumulation of pur- 
chasing power, the extent of 
which “will depend on the length 
of the war and on Federal fiscal 
policies which have not yet been 
determined.” 

“If the war should last through 
1944, the total savings for three 
years might exceed 100 billion dol- 
Jars as against a normal tendency 
to save no more than half that 
amount,” it added. 

“This total includes a number 
of items of varying importance as 
reservoirs of purchasing power. 
Included is the liquidation of con- 
sumer installment and other short- 
term debt which would make pos- 
sible an expansion of about 10 
billion dollars in such debt after 
the war. 

War Bonds to Be Cashed. 

“Many of the people who are 
buying war bonds because of 
patriotism or other compulsion 
will not wish to hold them until 
maturity. Part of the large in- 
crease in individual holdings of 
currency and bank deposits repre- 
sent a natural tendency to carry 
a larger cash balance com- 
mensurate with a higher income, 
but much of it is money which 
the holder does not want to save 
and would like to spend if the de- 
sired goods were available. 

“The ,amount of accumulated 
Savings which might be spent after 
the war defies even approximate 
measurements, ... Since the pro- 
duction of goods and services after 
the war will in large part create 
its own market, this accumulation 
of purchasing power should be 
more than ample to assure an 
@ggregate demand for all the 
goods the available man power 
can produce. In fact, it suggests 
that the problem after the war 
may be to control a boom rather 
than prevent a depression.” 


‘Stuart Chase Sees Great Danger 
of Unemployment. 

NEW YORK, April 29 (AP).— 
Economist Stuart Chase said to- 
day at least 30 million American 
will have to be transferred from 
the armed services and war indus- 
tries to peacetime occupations 
when hostilities end. 

Writing in a “From War to 
Peace” issue of the Survey Graphic 
magazine, Chase said he believed 
the danger of unemployment after 
the war would be great, and urged 
“a competent planning job.” 

Chase suggested adoption of the 
program of the National Resources 
Planning Board: that business em- 
ploy all it could, Government guar- 
antee employment for the rest, and 
that social security be extended to 
all. 

“Business men should start plan- 
ning now for maximum employ- 
ment,” Chase said. “It is not too 
early to work out the terms of 
reconverting to peacetime output, 
and to develop rew products, new 
markets, new inventions.” 

Chase expects 65 million persons 
to be working, or in the services, 
when+the war ends, of whom 45 
million will shift jobs. Five mil- 
lion of these might remain “for 
whatever tasks of policing and de- 
fense may be in order,” he said, 
adding that five million more might 
work to take care of postwar for- 
eign demands, and an equal num- 
ber leave the work front alto- 
gether. It is the remaining 30 mil- 
lion for whom he believes jobs must 
be found.

DIAGNOSIS: I can answer that most forcibly by saying 
that if one of my sons were engaged to Laura, I wouldn't 
hesitate to O. K. the match and their having five or six 
youngsters, if they cared to rear such a large family.

Babies are 
not born insane. We might liken insanity to the wrecking of a 
fine automobile. As long as the auté is driven sensibly and on 
the proper side of the road, we should not expect a smash-up. 
But if it gets into bad company of drunken or juvenile drivers 
who want to make a speedway out of an ordinary road, then 
we may look for a wreck. But that isn’t the fault of the auto 
manufacturer.

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IT ISN’T YOUR ancestry which will make you insane but 
yourself. You need never lose your mind, therefore, if you are 
willing to govern your life by intelligent rules. Syphilis may 
lead to insanity if you contract this disease and fail to undergo 
treatment until a cure ig effected.

Teach the Child to Listen 


ISTENING is an art that must 
L be acquired in some degree by 

all intelligent people. Much of 
the life that we enjoy depends 
upon getting information from 
those who know and usually they 
convey it in words. The one who 
can listen best learns most, and 
soonest. Children must be taught 
to listen intently, to learn to hear 
what is said to them, 

This is not so easy as it sounds. 
We lend our ears to what is being 
said but that is only the beginning. 
The ear is the doorway to the 
mind and the mind must be open 
and ready to receive what the ear 
sends. Children must listen with 
their minds to hear what is said 
to them and that means they must 
give the closest attention. 

Listening like that is fatiguing. 
It is a severe strain on the nervous 
system and children cannot stand 
that very long. When their atten- 
tion is needed we must first catch 
it, then, say what is to be said in 
clear, simple words, without dec- 
orations, without useless phrases, 
as briefly as possible. 

“Henry, I want you to go to the 
store. Goodness, your hair is a 
sight. Why don’t you brush it? 
I need bread right away. Now 
don’t go round by the ball field. 
I want you to save your shoes this 
month and play ball in your old

Now run along and remem- 
ber what I told you. If yam see 
Aunt Jane ask her if she is 
through with my crochet hook.” 
If Henry comes’ back with the 
bread, he is a wonder. But that 
is about the way many people give 
directions to the children and are 
exasperated when the children 
come back without the bread. 


Even téachers load up the point 
of a lesson with all sorts of ideas. 
In the midst of the most important 
point somebody sneezes and the 
teacher stops to talk about health. 
That’s pie for those who are wait- 
ing for the bell to ring. Another 
teacher is reminded of something 
that happened to him when he was 
in this grade, studying this point 
and away he goes. Stick to the 
point. Make that one point in 
clear, sharp, brief phrases and 
stop. 

When dealing with little chil- 
dren, speak slowly and clearly, 
and ask them to tell you what it 
is you have told them. That is 
the best way to teach them to 
listen. If they are allowed to for- 
get you have spoken, or allowed 
to start to work without repeating 
what they heard, their listening 
will not be intent. They will: let 


ones. 


their minds turn to other things, 
and that dims your idea. Make 
certain the children heard before 
letting them go. 

Listening with a feeling of re- 
sponsibility for what is heard is 
what gives the lesson power. If 
the child knows he will have to 
give an account of what he heard 
he will attend to it. By training 
him to repeat what was said to 
him in the lower grades of school, 
in the early years at home, he sets 
a habit of attention, of selecting 
the important points, and attend- 
ing to them. With that training, 
he is able to take notes in high 
school, able to pick out the im- 
portant points of the lesson and 
set them down, instead of trying 
to repeat the pages of the text, 
the entire speech of the lecturer. 

Teach children to listen intently, 
to repeat what they heard briefly 
and help them by making clearcut, 
brief, pointed statements. 


Listening is a good habit, but 
children seem to find it easier to 
develop habits that are not pleas- 
ant.

Water in Tissues Slows Weight Loss 


Eighth and Ninth Day of 14-Day 
Diet. 


RE you losing weight? It oft- 
A en happens that overweight 

persons on strict diets don’t 
lose after a week or two of con- 
scientious dieting. Sometimes they 
even seem to be gaining weight. 


During this time, on a strict diet, 
excess fat is actually being burned 
up, although the weight does not 
show it. The weight remains sta- 
tionary because there is water re- 
tained in the tissues. This failure 
to show a weight loss may go on 
for a couple of weeks in spite of 
dieting, and it is discouraging. 
But finally there is a rapid and 
gratifying drop shown by ‘the 
scales. 


Does thig mean that no water 
should be taken while dieting? Not 
at all. The water taken need not 
be limited, as the drinking of large 
quantities of water does not cause 
retention of water. 


Eighth Day’s Diet. 


Breakfast—One orange, one é€gg, 
boiled or poached; one slice en- 
riched or whole wheat bread with 
one teaspoon butter, coffee with 
milk, no sugar, 


Lunch — Broiled chicken leg; 
spinach, one-half cup; carrots, one- 
half cup; one slice whole wheat or 
enriched bread with one teaspoon 
butter; one glass whole milk. 


Dinner — Beef tongue, lean; 
escarole, water cress, lettuce salad, 
green beans; one pear; one glaas 
whole milk; tea or coffee without 
sugar or cream. Use no mayon- 
naise or oil in salad. Here is a spe- 
cial salad dressing for reducing 
diets: One raw egg, one teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon mustard, two 
cups mineral oil, two tablespoons 
vinegar, one-eighth teaspoon pap- 
rika. 

Some women say “my fat is all 
in my abdomen and hips because 
it runs in my family to be fat like 
that.” But there would be no 
extra fat in these places if there 
had not been the habit of eating 
too much food. 

Women naturally have more fat 
than men. That’s what gives them 
curves. As women put on excess

accentuated. After a certain point 
these curves are too bulgy to be 
attractive. 

What about~ overweight chil- 
dren? Shall we let them just “out- 
grow fat?” Obesity in children 
calls for a doctor's examination 
and recommendations. Fat chil- 
dren need retraining in food hab- 
its and sometimes a little less 
pampering. The doctor may pre- 
scribe a diet that checks further 
weight gain, and as the child 
grows taller the extra plumpness 
tends to disappear.

Take My Word for It

Again Silent “H” in French. 


HE subject of the silent “h” in 
T Frenen, discussed twice before 

in this column, has become a 
“cause celebre.” Scores of French 
readers have written to thank me 
for explaining that in French “h” 
is never pronounced. But In spite 
of the unimpeachable authorities 
which I have quoted, some Ameri- 
can readers have taken me bitterly 
to task. 


One E. F. R. (no name; just in- 
itials), of Franklin, N. H., writes 
in part: “I sent you word that you 
were wrong, but you haven't been 
gentleman enough to correct your 
mistake. If you do not correct 
this, I shall write of the 
(name of one of my papers), and 
see that you do!” 


But no authority I have ever 
seen even intimates that “h” in 
French is ever pronounced. Quite 
the contrary, as any French text- 
book or any native Frenchman will 
attest. For example, Dubrule, in 
“Premier Livre de Francais,” 
states: “The letter ‘h’ is always si- 
lent. In a few words, however, the 
initial ‘h’—without being aspirated 
as in English—prevents the word 
from being run on smoothly with 
the preceding word.” 


In “French Conversation,” Bon- 
nier writes: “His improperly called 


‘sometimes aspirate,’ as neither as- 
pirate nor silent ‘h’ is pronounced 
in modern French.” Fougeray, in 
“Mastery of French,” says: “H is 
never pronounced in French, The 
difference between the two ‘h’s’ is 
that the ‘aspirate’ prevents the eli- 
sion and the linking with the word 
that precedes it.” Andre Beziat, in 
“French Grammar,” says: “In some 
words of Germanic or Greek ori- 
gin, ‘h’ used to be pronounced as 
in English, But when ‘h’ is deemed 
‘aspirate,’ it only communicates to 
the vowel the properties of always 
being pronounced. ‘H’ itself is ab- 
solutely silent.”

MERICAN sardines aren’t so 
A dainty as their imported cous- 

ins. Those tiny silver fellows 
don’t come our way any more, but 
the big plump American sort are 
still with us, giving big value for 
the ration points we spend on 
them. They make pretty husky 
tidbits for eating the way we used 
to eat the little Norwegian sar- 
dines, but they’re tops for using in 
recipes. Today’s Sardine Potato 
Cakes are just as substantial and 
satisfying as any kind of meat or 
fish cakes, and you'll be glad to 
know that sardines are one of the 
few foods which are a good source 
of Vitamin D, so they give you ex- 
tra value. It’s good business to 
serve them often, for flavor, for 
convenience, and for economy in 
red points. 


Sardine Potato Cakes. 

One eight-ounce tin domestic 
sardines in natural oil, two cups 
seasoned mashed potatoes, two 
teaspoons grated onion, one egg, 
beaten; one tablespoon lemon juice, 
two tablespoons finely chopped 
parsley, one-fourth cup yellow 
cornmeal, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth cup shortening or drip- 
pings. 

Drain and mash the sardines, 
returning not more than two ta- 
blespoons of the oil to them. Com- 
bine with potatoes, onion, egg, 
lemon juice and parsley, mixing 
thoroughly. Form into patties and 
dip into the cornmeal which has 
been mixed with the salt. Melt the 
shortening in a hot skillet and fry 
the cakes until nicely browned on 
both sides. Serve hot. Four serv- 
ings. 

MENUS FOR FRIDAY. 
Breakfast. 
Applesauce— One and one-half 
pounds apples, one-fourth cup wa- 
ter, one-eighth cup sugar, one-half 
cup corn syrup, cinnamon to guit 
taste, dash of salt. Hot whole 
wheat cereal—Three-fourths cup 
whole wheat cereal, three cups 
boiling water, one and one-half 
teaspoons salt; top milk, sugar. 
Toast and butter—Eight slices en- 
riched bread, butter or margarine. 
Coffee or cereal beverage—Three 
tablespoons coffee or two tea- 
spoons cereal beverage. Milk (for 

children)—Two cups milk. 


Luncheon, 

Cheese souffle—three tablespoons 
butter or margarine, three table- 
spoons flour, one teaspoon aalt, 
one-fourth cup evaporated milk, 
one-half cup water, six ounces 
sharp cheese (three red points), 
three eggs separated. Make white 
sauce of first five ingredients; 
grate cheese and stir in. Pour 
over beaten egg yolks; then fold 
in stiffly beaten egg whites. Bake 
in ungreased casserole at 350 de- 
grees for about one hour, or un- 
til firm. Melba toast—Twelve ex- 
tra-thin slices enriched bread, 
dried thoroughly in oven; served 
with butter or margarine if de- 
sired. Orange and grapefruit salad 
-—One package lemon-flavored gel- 
atine, juice of two oranges plus 
enough boiling water to make two 
cups; sections from two oranges 
and one grapefruit, four leaves let- 
tuce, one-fourth cup mayonnaise, 
Tea (for adults only)—Two tea- 
spoons tea. Milk (for children)— 
Two cups milk. 


Dinner. 

Sardine potato cakes—(See reci- 
pe above—four red points). Har- 
vard carrots—Eight carrots sliced, 
one teaspoon salt, cook till tender 
in boiling water. Mix one table- 
spoon cornstarch with cold water 
to form smooth paste and stir into 
boiling carrot water plus enough 
fresh water to make one cup. 
When thickened, add one-fourth 
cup lemon juice, three tablespoons 
brown sugar. Add _ carrots. 
Sprinkle with chopped chives or 
parsley. Celery—One small stalk 
celery. Rye bread and butter— 
Eight slices rye bread, butter or 
margarine. Canned pears—One 
No. 2 tin pears (14 blue points), 
Cereal beverage or coffee—Two 
teaspoons cereal beverage or three 
tablespoons coffee.

WONDER whether the ban against whistling by women

stance, all my life I have been taught that whistling is not 
music and that it is not even proper for a woman to whistle in 
public. I love music and I’ve played the piano since I was five. 
I cannot sing a note but have a perfect ear and can whistle to 
perfection in any key, and can even do some fancy whistling. 
“Would it be unladylike, that is to say, improper, for me at 
an informal concert, or what is very popular here, at com- 
munity singing, if, instead of playing the accompaniment for 
others, I were sometime to sit at the piano and whistle?

And they kept right 
on coming, with both sides get- 
ting madder by the minute: Here, 
today, comes 19-year-old Edith 
Morley of San Antonio, who furi- 
ously believes that a well paid, 
highly trained and expert nurse 
should be much better for Lil 
Snookums than an irritated, nerv- 
ous mother. 
“Dear Miss Robinson: 

“Many women maintain healthy, 
well fed families and never cook. 
It is usually best, for all con- 
cerned, that such wives should 
hire cooks. Other women bear 
beautiful, healthy, intelligent and 
greatly loved babies, yet the de- 
tails and adjustments of child 
care and training irritate them. 
The result, for all concerned, is 
bad. 

“Few will maintain that every 
woman should cook for her chil- 
dren, yet many take just that at- 
titude about child care. It is true 
that bearing a baby develops 
something fine, spiritually and 
emotionally, in most women, and 
they desire and do become su- 
perior in the care and training 
of children. But it is not demo- 
cratic or intelligent to condemn 
a woman for something she does 
not have or do well. 

“When a woman prefers a re- 
munerative job, her children are 
better off with a dependable nurse 
and the situation should be so 
handled that normal, affectionate 
relationships are maintained, when 
limited salaries prevent mothers 
hiring the best, expertly trained 
helpers, it seems to me that a 
well supervised nursery school is 
better than homes with irritated, 
nervous mothers and children.”

I DON’T AGREE with that let- 
ter. But I believe it is unusually 
honest and thoughtful. And de- 
serves the sincere consideration of 
every reader of this column. This 
problem of the poorly cared for 
or neglected child is no longer a 
controversial topic. It has become 
one of the most tragic and press- 
ing problems in America today. 
And I truly mean that American 
mothers head the delinquent list. 

Let’s be frank. Many mothers 
who have no professional stand- 
ing or industrial training must 
work, Their husbands have gone 
to war or are working for salaries 
which cannot support their fam- 
ilies. Their wives have no choice, 
They must work or starve. 

Yet there are other women who 
are not so forced ... who work 
merely because their jobs provide 
an alibi for their hunger for ex- 
citement, for hatred of monotony, 
for a yen for adventure, I can 
find no excuse for such women.

WHY DO THEY ever become 
mothers? I do not know. Their 
main excuse for working seems to 
be because housework and child 
training “irritate Mama’ Well, 
suppose it does? What job doesn’t 
irritate somebody, some _ time? 
Find me “a soul so dead” that it 
doesn’t blast a dishpan, I’ve swung 
divers jobs and cussed them all 
profoundly in my day. Yet I’ve 
never found one which gave such 
rich rewards of pride and joy, in 
simple comfort and warm love, as 
honest mothering. 

As for this nervousness which 
wrecks a woman’s life if she be- 
comes a regimented household 
drudge—I think it’s puffle. House- 
keeping is a maddening chore— 
if you wish to make it so. So’s 
anything. But show me any serv- 
ice which is better for your fam- 
ily, country, land, than making 
your own home. Home chores 
are just as irritating for a woman 
as they are fora man. And every 
job’s a pain within the well-known 
neck. But few can offer any job 
that’s better than a_ well-peeled 
spud. 

And while we’re gnawing on the 
subject, let me ask—do you know 
‘any service that does more for 
life than a career which manu- 
factures men, then ties them close 
in one unending bond of soil and 
sun and everlasting love? 

You don’t like housework? Can 
the whitewash, kid! There is no 
finer service you can give your 
land than something which will 
build a ‘clean and honest home.

Training Women as Ferry Pilots 


Under Army Supervision, Girls Are Learning to Fly as Readily as Men. 


By Hugh Williamson 


SWEETWATER, Tex., April 28. 
OMEN FLYERS by the hun- 
W areas sun-bronzed, trim as 
their streamlined planes, are 
threading the wide blue sky of 
West Texas in the Army’s new 
program to prepare them for war 
service. There will be thousands 
of women in the program, under 
which for the first time the Army 
is supervising the air instruction 
of women, as it expands from a 
beginning at Houston, where the 
first class of 23 was graduated 
Saturday, to this neat plant, with 
its large airfield, ample grounds 
and orderly blue-and-cream build- 
ings. 

The Flight Training Command, 
which from its headquarters at 
Fort Worth administers the 
schooling of all bombardiers, navi- 
gators and aerial gunners for the 
Army Air Forces, is in charge of 
the women’s training. 

The program started almost 
from scratch. Miss Jacqueline 
Cochran, director of the Women’s 
Auxiliary Ferry Command, sur- 
veyed the women pilot potentiality 
in this country in 1940 and found 
only four women who had flown 
planes of 600 horsepower and 
more, 

“We had people who loved fly- 
ing—who were acclimated to the 
air—and that was the only ad- 
vantage we had,” says Miss 
Cochran. 

With that to build on, students 
were recruited and their training 
begun. This is the daily program 
designed to turn out pilots: 

6:15 a, m.—First call (bugles and 
bells). 

6:45 a. m.—Breakfast, 

7:30 a. m—Flight line. The 
women fly from 2 to 2% hours a 
day, mcre as their training ad- 
vances, 

1 p. m.—Lunch, 

2:30 p. m.—Ground school, in- 
cluding mathematics, physics, nav- 
igation, meteorology, maintenance. 

5 p. m.—Drill calesthenics. 

6:30 p. m.—Supper. 

8 p. m.—Study hall, 

10 p. m.—Taps, 

It’s a long, hard day’s work, but 
by means of it (primary training 
for women is the same as that for 
air cadets) women learn to fly as 
readily and as well as men, Miss

The women’s course ig modified 
from the regular Army course for 
aviation cadets and combat flying 
is deleted.

Duiing the training period, the 
women receive $165 per month on 
civil service status. When they are 
graduated, they don snappy uni- 
forms and go into ferrying work 
at $250 per month.

From 30 states, the girls include 
former office workers, outdoor 
girls, small town girls and big city 
girls and girls who used to live the 
easy life.

Care of Shoes, Gloves and Handbags 


This is the fifth of six articles on 
"The Care of Clothes. 
INCE shoes are now on the 
S ration list and it takes a pre- 
cious coupon to obtain a new 

pair, Americans are lavishing care 
on their footwear. The day-to-day 
attention is the first consideration 
in prolonging the life of a pair of 
shoes and this includes the use 
of shoe trees, shoe cabinets or 
shoe racks, shoe bags, a horn to 
put shoes on and quick repairs. 
Daily brushing and polishing are 
essential. 

Wearing one pair of shoes one 
day and another the next is ad- 
visable since this gives each pair 
a chance to air and dry inside. 
Protecting one’s shoes from wet 
weather by rubbers or galoshes 
also is helpful. Wet shoes should 
be placed on form-fitting shoe trees 
to dry, and kept away from intense 
heat during the drying process. 
The use of special types of clean- 
ers are essential in the care of 
shoes, selecting the one designat- 
ed for the particular leather or 
fabric and following instructions 
carefully. 

In storing shoes for a season it 
is important to place them in a 
dry place, since they mildew easily. 
Form-fitting shoe trees and shoe 
bags are needed. 

Leather handbags and gloves 
need care similar to that of shoes, 
such as storage in cool, dry places, 
avoidance of heat when drying 
and preservation of their shape by 
stuffing or flattening with tissue 
paper. 

When handbags are put away,

from Boston University last June. 

She ventured out of New Eng- 
land for the first time in her life 
to train for Army air duty. Now, 
tanned, smiling and “getting a 
muscle cranking planes,” she says, 
“this is really being a part of 
something.” 


Apparently there are many oth- 
ers who feel as she does about the 
work. 


“We have girls now signed up 
for classes until next fall,” Miss 
Cochran says happily. “They're all 
qualified. If an applicant is not 
qualified, we talk her out of it. 
That’s the tough part.” 

To be eligible, a woman must 
have had at least 35 hours flying 
time; she must be between the ages 
of 21 and 34 and must pass a stiff 
Army physical test. 

Miss Cochran explains that, 
when interviewing applicants, she 
emphasizes that the program is 
composed of hard work, and there 
is little glamour attached to it— 
but there is no scarcity of women 
who want to sign up. 

Among the notables who were at- 
tracted and are now enrolled at 
Avenger Field are Helen Dett- 
weiler of Washington, D. C., well- 
known golfer; Nedra Harrison of 
Tifton, Ga. the “Dragon Lady” 
on the radio, and Dale Dailey of 
New York City, a Powers model. 

That the work is as strenuous 
as Miss Cochran represented it is 
indicated by a statement of Maj. 
L, E. McConnell, Army supervisor 
at the field. 

“The girls are eating as heartily 
as cadets.” 


“Gentler treatment” is about the 
only difference in the instruction 
of women students, says the Major. 

Could they, if necessary, man 
fighting and bombing planes on 
active duty in the war theater? 

“Yes,” is Maj. McConnell’s reply.

T is an all too common error for 
] piayers to give misleading infor-

The bidding:

7 hearts Pass 

North-South had agreed to use a 
no trump based on three and one 
half to four honor tricks and they 
had further agreed to play no for- 
mal slam convention. Thus, when 
South heard his partner open with 
a no trump, he decided, quite logi- 
cally, that there would be a splen- 
did play for twelve tricks, and 
forthwith bid the smal] slam in 
hearts. Certainly this was a sound 
decision, but unfortunately North 
still had something to say. Elec- 
trified, no doubt, by South's strat- 
ospheric leap, North took another 
good look at his own hand and dis- 
covered there an extra one-half 
trick in spades, to say nothing of 
the diamond jack, over and above 
the maximum values announced by 
his one no trump. Reasoning that 
if South could bid for a small slam 
on the basis of a normal no trump 
from North, a grand slam should 
be in sight because of the “over- 
age,” North promptly bid seven 
hearts. A moment later, when 
South had to concede a trick to 
West’s heart queen, North wore 
the expression, not only of a 
grieved, but of a much abused 
man, 

It should scarcely be necessary 
to point out that North deserved 
cruel and unusual punishment for 
his seven heart bid. The fact that 
he found an extra winner in his 
hand did not even begin to com- 
pensate for the more important 
fact that he had originally “lied” 
about his distribution. An open- 
ing no trump bid is not supposed 
to include a worthless doubleton, 
such as North had in hearts,
